Measure Sent to White 
House After Confer-

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP) — 
Congress stamped its final ap- 
proval tonight on legislation to out- 
law strikes in Government-oper- 
ated war industries and to curb 
walkouts in privately-controlled 
plants. 

Denounced by its opponents as a 
bill intended to “crucify labor,” 
the measure won approval of the 
Senate 55 to 22, on adoption of a 
conference report composing prev- 
jous differences between the two 
houses. The House had passed the 
measure, 219 to 129, yesterday. 

The bill authorizes Government 
seizure of strike-threatened war 
plants and prescribes delaying 
regulations before walkouts can be 
called in facilities not taken over. 
It now goes to the White House, 
where President Roosevelt must 
decide whether the legislation shall 
become law. There have been in- 
dications that parts of the legisla- 
tion, at least, have White House

DOCTOR'S STUDY 
GIVES 217 LONG 
LL NORMAL LIFE 


38 of City Infirmary 
Group in War Jobs — 
Result of Washington 
U. Man’s Research.

A study of degenerative dis- 
eases of age being carried on by 
Dr. William B. Kountz, asssistant 
professor of clinical medicine at 
Washington University, has, 
through practical application at 
the City Infirmary, permitted 
271 patients, or about one-third of 
the institution’s population, for- 
merly diagnosed as chronically ill 
or incurable, to return to their 


normal! life in the community im 
the last year. 

Their average age was 62.5 
years. Thirty-eight of the 271 per- 
sons now are employed in war in- 
dustries, 

Through the study by Dr. Kountz 
and his medical group it may be 
expected that eventually the span 
of human health may approach 
more nearly the span of human 
life, it was said by John G, Steinle, 
superintendent of the infirmary, 
in a statement yesterday on Dr. 
Kountz‘s work there. 


Steinle made the statement in 
answer to a survey by the Na- 
tional Insurance Underwriters, 
which stated that the span of hu- 
man life has been greatly increased 
by modern medicine, yet the span 
of health had not been increased 
because of degenerative diseases, 
chief of which are diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels. His state- 
ment brought to public light for 
the first time the work of Dr. 
Kountz. 

Dr. Kountz is assisted by a 
staff specially selected for the 
purpose and paid from a fund 
provided by philanthropic citizens. 
Dr. Kountz started his study of 
degenerative diseases in 1930 while 
on a Rockefeller Traveling Fellow- 
ship in Europe. 

Dr. Kountz’s method of treating 
degenerative diseases, or geriatrics, 
is not disclosed, but, Steinll said, 
it has been definitely established

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
The United States submarines Am- 
berjack and Grampus, carrying an 
estimated 60 men each, have failed 
to return from patrol operations 
and “must be presumed to be lost,” 
the Navy announced today, 

The location of the last patrols 
was not given by the Navy, but 
since most Americam submarine 


operations are in the cific these 
two ships were presumed to have 
been lost in that area. 

Navy communique No. 408 said: 

“1, The United States submarines 
Amberjack and Grampus have 
failed to return from patrol opera- 
tions and must be presumed to be 
lost. 


“2. The next of kin of personnel 
in the Amberjack and Grampus 
have been so informed.” 


The complement of each sub- 
marine was estimated, as naval 
spokesmen said they were unable 
to state the exact number of of- 
ficers and enlisted men aboard. 


The commanding officer of the 
Amberjack was Lieut. Com. John 
Archibald Bole Jr., 37 years old, 
of Wallkill, N. Y. His wife, Mrs. 
Constance 8S. Bole, lives at New 
London, Conn. 


The commanding officer of the 
Grampus was listed as Lieut. Com. 
John Rich Craig, 36 years old, of 
Jacksonville, Fla. His wife, Mrs. 
Lillian Hyde Craig, lives at St. 
Petersburg, Fla. 

Both Com. Bole and Com. Craig 
had received Navy Crosses for 
successful and heroic combat ac- 
tions in their commands against 
the Japanese. 


Com. Bole’s citation, previously 
announced, said that “after dam- 
aging an armed enemy cargo 
ship,” he chased the ship for 
five hours, eventually destroying 
it. On another occasion he sank 
the 19,000-ton whale-rending To- 
man Maru, “a valuable target 
formerly used by the enemy for 
ferrying planes, and in addition, 
damaged a 7-000-ton freighter.” 


Com, Craig’s citation said that 
“despite the great mental and 
physical strain of prolonged pa- 
trols in enemy controlled waters, 
Lieut. Com. Craig launched re- 
peated attacks on Japanese ship- 
ping, sinking two enemy trans-

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
The United States will spend 106 
billion dollars this year for war. 

The vast scope of the American 
war effort was disclosed in a re- 
port on production progress in 
1942 and prospects for 1943, made 
by War Production Board Chair- 
man Donald M, Nelson to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt this spring and 
summarized tonight by the Office 
of War Information. 


The 1943 program, Nelson re- 
ported, is 80 per cent greater than 
1942’s 59 billion dollar total. It 
includes arms output, war con- 
struction and the paying, feeding 
and equipping of the armed forces. 
In his letter Nelson told Roosevelt. 


“The record certainly makes it 
clear that the American industrial 
system can be justifiably proud of 
an astonishing display of economic 
muscle.” 


. OWI’s condensation of the secret 
document omitted, for reasons of 
military security, detailed new fig- 
ures on production of weapons. 


Reports Highlights. 


Highlighted in the report were: 

Recommendations that civil- 
jan manufacturing and much 
wholesaling be eliminated from 
critical labor shortage areas, to 
free workers for war plants. 

An urgent plea for planning 
the transition back to a peace- 
time economy after the war, lest 
the war effort be held back by 
widespread concern over post- 
war economy. 


A warning that leaner days for 
civilians are just ahead. Civilian 
goods and services in the lasts 
three months of this year will 
be 20 per cent under the end of 
1942, and inequalities of distribu- 
tion will “aggravate the burden 
on consumers.” 


Actual war production “in most 
categories fell short of scheduled 
production throughout most of 
1942,” Nelson said, because the 
goals were unrealistically high and 
for other reasons, but in the main 
production “met the requirements 
of our war strategy; and the pros- 
pects for 1943 are for a quantity 
and a quality of production that 
will realize to the full the tre- 
mendous potential of American in- 
dustry.” 


“Some Disappointments.” 


“We have met with some disap- 
pointments and have made some 
errors in achieving the results,” 
the letter to Roosevelt said. “The 
important point, in my judgment

While the Royal Air Force an- 
nounced neither the total number 
of raiders nor the tonnage of 
bombs, the formation was said to 
be the greatest fleet of heavy 
bomL.ers ever to take the air. 

Its striking power was believed 
to exceed that of the 1250 large, 
medium and light bombers which 
attacked Cologne the night of May 
30, 1942, and the weight of bombs. 
undoubtedly surpassed the 2000 
tons dumped on Dortmund last 
May 28. 

Roaring across the English Chan- 
nel for the first time since May 
29, the R. A. F. heavyweights took 
up their part in the pre-invasion 
aerial bombardment of Europe 
from the west which was resumed 
yesterday after a lull of rearly 
two weeks when more than 200 
American heavy bombers blasted 
Wilhelmshaven and Cuxhaven. 


Daylight Attacks. 

American and British planes re- 
newed the daylight blows against 
Axis Europe with widespread 
sweeps over France late today. 
R. A. F. Venturas and Beostons, 
escorted by fighter planes, bombed 
air fields at Caen and other tar- 
gets near Rouen. Later in the 
evening R. A. F. Typhoons bombed 
the air field at Abbeville. 

Thunderbolts of the Eighth 
United States Air Force carried 
out diversionary sweeps across a 
large area of Northern France. 
They downed one enemy plane and 
another was destroyed by a Cana- 
dian Spitfire squadron supporting 
the bombers. The Air Ministry 
said one of the R. A. F. bombers 
failed to return and that a fighter 
was missing from forenoon patrol 
activities. 

(A later dispatch from London 
said several German fighter-bomb- 
ers attacked the London area early 
Sunday, causing damage to some 
houses, An inconsequential raid 
on an east coast town also was 
reported.) 

Last night’s record assault cost 
the R. A. F. 43 big bombers. The 
loss was not regarded here as ex-

Italians Beg

Stop to Raids

AN ADVANCED ALLIED AIR 
BASE IN NORTH AFRICA, June 
12 (AP).—The Italian fortress is- 
land of Lampedusa surrendered to- 
day to a sergeant pilot of the 


Royal Air Force who landed his 
amphibious plane at the airport 
during the Allied bombardment 
after being forced down on a 
flight from Malta. 


The Italians came running out, 
waving white flags and crying: 

“Can you stop it?” 

Instead of trying to stop it, the 
sergeant, tamed Cohen, was 
forced to join the Italians in a 
foxhole shelter where he was kept 
two hours by the continuous heavy 
bombing. 

“The bombardment was terrific,” 
he reported. “The island shook 
from end to end.” 


During a lull in the afternoon 
he found that the vibration of the 
explosions apparently had jarred 
his plane’s engine back into flying 
order. 

He then took off—undeterred by 
the Italians—and landed at a 
Tunisian field. 


The surrender of the island 
came after light and medium 
bombers laid waste one-third of 
the town of Lampedusa and the 
harbor area. 


Weaving a pattern of devasta- 
tion, the American airmen walked 
their bombs near the waterline 
across the island’s harbor and pe- 
ninsula, destroying docks, bar- 
racks, gun positions and buildings. 

Flames and smoke spouted like 
a field of cabbages and a pall 
spread over the entire end of the 
little island. 

Several pilots reported they saw 
absolutely no signs of flak and the 
small island garrison was com- 
pletely helpless under this ham- 
mering from the skies. With no 
German air force to save them, 
the defenders had to buckle under 
after less than two days of bomb- 


ing.

A hurried search revealed that 
of the batch of forms that had 
come to the White House, none 
was left for Roosevelt. Everyone 
had thought somebody else was 
taking care of Roosevelt's blank. 

An urgent appeal went from

1600 Pennsylvania Avenue to OPA 
headquarters. OPA officials rushed 
a blank to the White House the 
morning of the deadline, Thurs- 
day. 

That’s the last OPA men heard 
of the recovered fumble. So long 
as the application was postmarked 
not later than midnight, they 
said, it would beat the gun. 

While at home neither Presi- 
dent nor Mrs. Roosevelt needs 
the ration book for food (the 
White House is classed as an in- 
stitutional user), but book three 
will be good for more than eats, 
shoes and perhaps other inedible 
commodities.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 12 (AP). 
—Italy’s island fortress of Lampe- 
dusa surrendered today to the Al- 
lies after a 24-hour air and naval 
bombardment, 

A white flag was raised at 6:29 
p. m. (11:29 a. m. St. Louis time), 
the same means of capitulation ef- 
fected at Pantelleria yesterday. 

Allied troops waiting off shore 


promptly began landing. Occupa- 
tion was complete 31 minutes later. 

Smoke blanketed the entire area 
when British naval officers spied 
a white flag ashore. They landed, 
conferred with the Italian com- 
mander, and then troops took pos 
session of the island which has a 
small landing field but a rather 
shallow harbor, 

Another Air Victory. 

Thus Lampedusa became the 
second bit of Axis territory to sur- 
render to the overwhelming might 
of Allied air power, 

British ships pumped occasional 
shells into Lampedusa, but it was 
air power which once more shat- 
tered the occupants into submis- 
sion, and gained experience for 
bigger things to come. 

Pantelleria yielded between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 prisoners; the size 
of Lampedusa’s smaller garrison 
was not yet determined. 

All this morning and until late 
today relays of American and 
British bombers, escorted by many 
types of fighters, raked and blast- 
ed the island. 

The air offensive turned on 
Lampedusa around noontime yes- 
terday when the white flag was 
hoisted on Pantelleria, and some 
of the bombers headed there were 
detoured to Lampedusa. 

14 Square Mile Island. 

American Marauder bombers 
were first to turn their attack on 
Lampedusa, an island seven miles 
long and two miles wide, located 
about 80 miles south of Pantel- 
leria, 

Then other Allied © bombers 
joined in the assault during the 
afternoon and still others kept up 
the bombardment after dark. 

They hit a large merchant ship 
in Lampedusa harbor and dam- 
aged several smaller craft with 
large explosions. 

The Algiers radio reported to 
night that 30 enemy planes at- 
tempted to attack an Allied land- 
ing force after Lampedusa sur- 
rendered today but were driven 
off. 

Importance Not Great. 

Lampedusa was considered 
something of a thorn in the side 
of Allied Mediterranean shipping, 
although it was far less important 
to the Axis than Pantelleria, which 
served as an air base from which 
to strike convoys. 

The early fall of Lampedusa 
was a foregone conclusion after 
the submission of Pantelleria. Ac-

ANACONDA WIRE 
FINED $10,000 
FOR WAR FRAUD 


5 Individuals Also Must 


Prison 


Pay Levies, 
Terms to Be Suspended 


If They Do. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind. June 12 
(AP). United States District 
Judge Thomas W. Slick today 
fined the Anaconda Wire & Cable 
Co. $10,000 and costs for the al- 
leged manufacture of defective 
wire and cable, a crime which it 
was charged resulted in a five 
million-dollar war contract fraud. 

Five individuals also drew fines 
and three of them were given pris- 
on sentences, but Judge Slick said 
the terms would be suspended if 
the fines were paid. He allowed 
them 10 days in which to pay the 
fines. 

These were the penalties handed 
the individual defendants: 

Thor S. Johnson, of Hastings-on- 
Hudson, N. Y., general manager 
of all Anaconda mills, $10,000 and 
two years; Frank E. Hart, mana- 
ger of Anaconda’s plant at Marion, 
Ind. $10,000 and 18 months; 
Chalmer C. Bishop, chief engineer 
of the plant, $500 and a year and 
a day; Don R. Carpenter, former 
superintendent of the plant, $500; 
Frank Kunkle, former assistant 
chief inspector at the plant, $100. 

Deny Intent to Defraud. 

The sentences were imposed aft- 
er two and a half days of argu- 
ments by attorneys on pleas of no 
contest filed by all of the defend- 
ants. Under those pleas, the de- 
fendants admitted manufacturing 
defective wire but they denied 
any intention to defraud the Gov- 
ernment. 

For more than an hour Judge 
Slick talked to the attorneys and 
the defendants. He referred spe- 
cifically to statements made in the 
arguments that the manufacture 
of the faulty wire hindered the 
war effort. 

“I have said,” Judge Slick as- 
serted, “that I couldn’t see any 
good reason for having that clause 
in the indictments. The indictment 
would be just as good to me with- 
out that clause.” 

Judge Slick said his belief was 
that punishment in any case 
should be governed by a desire to 
reform the defendants and to 
deter others from committing simi- 
lar crimes. 

_ In this case, he said, he did not 
believe the individuals needed any 
reformation. 

‘Defendants Not Criminals.’ 

“I don’t think one of these de- 
fendants is of the criminal type,” 
he said. “They are not criminals 
at heart. They made a very se 
rious mistake but they already 
have suffered more than any real 
criminal.” 


FIRM 10 BUILD HELICOPTERS 


FOR ARMY ON LARGE SCALE: 


DETROIT, June 12 (AP).—Nash- 
Kelvinator Corporation announced 
today it had completed arrange- 
ments vith the United States 
Army Air Forces for quantity pro- 
duction of Sikorsky helicopters, 
Information concerning the num- 
ber of units to be built and the 
location of the plant where they 
will be constructed was withheld. 

Helicopters for the Army already 
are being built by the Sikorsky 
aircraft division of United Aircraft 
Corporation, but Nash-Kelvinator’s 
program, it was stated, will mark 
the first large-scale production of 
this type of aircraft in the world. 

George W. Mason, president of 
Nash-Kelvinator, said his com- 
pany’s production, under license 
from United Aircraft, would repre- 
sent “an advance over the model 
which recently underwent severe 
tests at Wright Field.” 
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BIG INVASION FORCE ON WAY 
WHEN PANTELLERIA GAVE UP 


Bombing and Shelling Still Going on as Land- 
ing Craft Headed for Shore—British 
Expected Battle.

PANTELLERIA, June 11 (De- 
layed) (AP).—A mighty British in- 
vasion fleet sailed to Pantellria 
today and seized the harbor and 
town without a fight from 10,000 
surrendering, bomb-shocked Italian 
troops who had been without food 
and water for three days. 


Troops aboard the invasion craft 
had sailed at dawn expecting a 
fight, but the white flags of sur- 
render were flown before the zero 
hour, and there was only scattered 
resistance in the hills when the 
British went ashore in landing 
barges. 

The defenses had been cut to 
ribbons by’ the heaviest and most 
concentrated aerial and naval bom- 
bardment of a small target that 
the world has ever known, 

It was a big occupation force 
in a great fleet of landing boats 
which captured the port without 
firing a shot or losing a man, but 
it was air power—employed in di- 
mensions dwarfing the meaning 
of that word in previous opera- 
tions of similar nature—which left 
the port a smoking mass of rubble 
and its defenders shaken and 
shell-shocked men who rushed for- 
ward eagerly to surrender, 

Eager to Surrender. 

White flags of surrender were 
waved eagerly by Italian soldiers 
along the quays of Pantelleria’s 
little harbor on the northwest cor- 
ner of the island when the first 
landing barges swept toward the 
shore. 

The surrender was no surprise 
to those like myself on following 
landing craft who a few minutes 
before had seen scores of Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses fly over in 
compact formation and with dead- 
ly precision blast the town and 
surrounding Italian defense area 
into subjection, 

We were only a few miles off- 
shore then and had a perfect view 
but in a few minutes the whole 
island was hidden by towering 
columns of smoke and dust left 
by bombs. 

The island, which Mussolini in 
1927 began to convert into a 
strong fortress astride the vital 
Strait of Sicily, thus became the 
first target to be conquered from 
the air in the united drive to crush 
the Axis. 

And conquered it was before the 
first troops set foot on land, al- 
though a mopping up process 
through the rough mountainous 
area farther south and east on the 
island remained for ‘the land 
forces. 

British Troops Surprised. 

Even so the landing and quick 
drive to seize Pantelleria’s air- 
drome—which gives the Allies a 
base from which even the shortest- 
range fighter planes may operate 
against Sicily—was a happy event 
for the British force because a 
large proportion of it was rade up 
of veterans of Dunkerque’s 
beaches. 

To these veterans—all part of 


the British troops which also had. 


a big part in smashing the last 
Axis stronghold in Tunisia—the 
role played by the tremendous 
United States bombing fleet came 
as a welcome surprise. They had 
been told that bombers were soft- 
ing up the Italian defenses, but 
they couldn’t have foreseen how 
effective that bombing was. 

The first big formation en route 
to prepare the way for Pantelleria’s 
occupation roared over our big 
convoy of landing craft, escorted 
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by Royal Navy cruisers, destroy- 
ers and gunboats, shortly after 
dawn. At the same time, United 
States and British fighters—Spit- 
fires, Warhawks and Lightnings— 
maintained a constant vigilant pa- 
trol over the convoy protecting it 
from enemy planes. 


Thrilling Sight. 


Then in relays came more and 
more Fortresses, Mitchells, Ma- 
rauders, Bostons, and bomb-car- 
rying Warhawk and Lightning 
fighters. 

It was a thrilling sight to the 
British veterans who remem- 
bered, as one explained, the days 
in France when “we always took 
to cover when the planes came 
over because they almost never 
were our ewn.” 

The first landings were sched- 
uled at noon, 

In the true meaning of that 
hackneyed phrase; “the operation 
went according to plan.” At pre- 
cisely 11 a. m. British cruisers and 
destroyers began shelling gun po- 
sitions on the hills on either side 
of the harbor. Half an hour later 
the Fortresses began their deadly 
work. 

As our boat idled on the smooth 
sea I watched the great columns 
of smoke and dust, mixed with oc- 
casional flames indicating gasoline 
or ammunition fires, rise until the 
island was hidden from view. 


Boats Start for Shore. 


The warships resumed their 
shelling as soon as the clouds 
drifted aside. Then the little as- 
sault boats moved in to beaches 
and quays. Z 

A tense moment followed with 
waiting troops and warships cut- 
side the harbor diverted only by 
the efforts of enemy warplanes to 
interefere with the invasion. 

The Axis bombers were quickly 
chased off by American fighters 
guarding the convoy. 

At noon came a wireless mes- 
sage that the assault boats ap- 
peared to be taking the port with- 
out opposition. Ten minutes later 
came a second message that a 
white flag was flying from one 
quay. In another 10 minutes an 
order came for our supporting 
landing parties to come in. 


Silent Coast Guns. 


The port and town presented a 
memorable sight as our boat ran 
on to the beach. On the hills on 
either side and behind the town 
were big guns which the Italians 
had installed a year before, Many 
were out of commission, 


Into the rubble-strewn street 


'from nearby terraced- vineyards 


and fields marched long lines of 
Italians eager to give themselves 
into the custody of our troops, 
whose arrival brought a cessation 
of the bombing hell they had 
known for weeks. 

Civilians told us that 6000 resi- 
dents remained on the island in 
addition to 10,009 Italian soldiers 
and sailors. They said there were 


CHURCHILL CONGRATULATES 
FLEET ON SINKING 89 AXIS 
SHIPS IN TUNISIA CAMPAIGN | 


LONDON, June 13 
(Sunday) (AP). 


RIME MINISTER CHURGH- 
Put cabled congratulations 

today to Admiral of the Fleet 
Sir Andrew B. Cunningham on 
the contribution of the British 
fleet in sinking 89 Axis ships of 
268,600 tons during the Tunisian 
campaign, denying the enemy 
of “all prospects of a Dun- 
kerque.” 

Allied aircraft sent 48 more 
enemy vessels to the bottom, 
bringing the total tonnage de- 
stroyed to 433,400 tons, or 32 
per cent of the shipping esti- 
mated as available to the Axis 
in the Mediterranean at the be- 
ginning oof the campaign, 
Churchill said. 

He said naval air forces sank 
21 enemy destroyers or torpedo 
boats and many small craft 
and prevented 35 per cent of 
enemy supply ships and trans- 
ports from reaching Tunisia. 
He added that Allied losses be- 
tween Nov. 8 and May 8 were 
less than two and a fourth per 
cent, 

“All this could not have been 
accomplished without the sup- 
port of battleships, aircraft car- 
riers and cruisers who were 
denied a meeting with the Ital- 
ian battle fleet which they so 
ardently desire,” Churchill said,

Lived in Caves. 

Those not too &u...d by the 
bombing to talk declared they 
were glad the Allied forces had 
come. It was easy to believe 
them, for most of them had been 
without food or water for three 
days and nights and lived most 
of the time in recent weeks in 
caves where they were reasonably 
safe from bombs. 

They had managed to save their 
lives but the terrific pounding 
given the island was reflected in 
their manner. Women and chil- 
dren stood idly with blank stares, 
hardly daring to believe that now 
they were safe. 

While they were being ques- 
tioned, more bombers winged 
overhead and bombed Italian po- 
sitions in the hills inland. 

But these weary people and the 
captured troops paid little atten- 
tion, They had seen how Allied 
air power could pulverize se- 
lected targets and they knew the 
bombs were intended for another 
target.

600 Tons of Bombs 
Dropped on Planes, 
Hangars, Fuel and Am- 


munition Dumps. 


LONDON, Juhe 13 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Red Army airmen poured 
more than 600 tons of bombs on 
German airdromes Friday night in 
a powerful new blow at the Nazi 
air fleet, Moscow announced early 
today, and smashed back three en- 
emy ground attacks Saturday. 

“Large formations” of Russian 
long-range aircraft showered the 
Nazi airdromes with explosive and 


lincendiary bombs Friday night and 


early Saturday morning, the Mos- 
cow radio announced, in a quick 
followup to the record, 700-plane 
raid against similar targets Thurs- 
day night. 

More than 600 tons of bombs 
were “dropped on parked enemy 
planes, hangars, fuel and ammuni- 
tion dumps,” said the broadcast re- 
corded by the Associated Press, 
and “a great number of enemy air- 
craft were destroyed or damaged.” 
Russian losses were put at two 
planes, compared with 19 the night 
before when 150 enemy planes 
were reported wrecked. 

Three German infantry attacks 
Saturday in the Rostov and Lisic- 
hansk areas were beaten back with 
heavy losses to the enemy, the So- 
viet midnight communique said, 
with the strongest attack launched 
west of Rostov. 

A German broadcast declared 
that the Russians had launched 
repeated infantry attacks north- 
east of Orel on a broad front, 
breaching the “main German line 
in some places.” But the Russians 
were “thrown out in immediate 
counter thrusts in hand-to-hand 
fighting and suffered heavy losses 
in dead, wounded and prisoners,” 
the radio said.

NAVY DISCLOSES 
SECRET ADDING 
RANGE TO SHIPS 


Revolutionary Steam Equip- 
ment Cuts Fuel Consump- 
tion 35 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
The Navy tonight revealed one of 
America’s war secrets—our war- 


ships can go farther and hit hard- 
er because they consume up to 35 
per cent less fuel than the ships 
of any other navy in the world. 

Development of a revolutionary 
system of propelling American 
warships has given them “the edge 
over foreign vessels that many 
times means the difference be- 
tween defeat and victory,” the an- 
nouncement said. 

This was the first official dis- 
closure of progress made on the 
introduction of high-pressure, 
high-temperature steam equip- 
ment in the fleet. Not only has 
the system been used on destroy- 
ers beginning . about 1934, but it 
also has since been incorporated 
even in the nation’s great new bat- 
tleships, among them the North 
Carolina and Washington. 

Naval authorities said adoption 
of the new steam methods marked 
a revolution in marine engineering 
which was made possible only by 
the application of American inven- 
tive genius and industrial re- 
sources to the needs of naval con- 
struction. 

One of the incidental results of 
the decision to use the new equip- 
ment was that it made United 
States ships’ construction de- 
pendent only on American re- 
sources.

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RISING MISSOURI 
IS NOT EXPECTED 


10 HIT MAY PEAK 


Floods Additional Acres 
in, St. Charles, St. Louis 
Counties — 33.5 Crest 


Forecast Here. : 


HEAVY DAMAGE IN 
WESTERN MISSOURI 


Donnell Authorizes Use 
of State Guard to Pro- 
tect Levees If It Be- 
comes Necessary. 


The slowly rising Missouri 
River, which Was causing wide- 
spread damage in the western 
part of the state, inundated addi- 
tional acres in St. Charles and St. 
Louis counties yesterday but was 
mot expected by Army engineers 
to approach the flood peak of 
last month in the vicinity of St. 
Louis. 

The Missouri has flowed over 
virtually all the lowland adjacent 
to the river in St. Louis County 
and again has flooded much of 
the higher land in the vicinity of 
Chesterfield and Creve Coeur, 


Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis Coun- 
ty Extension Agent, said yester- 
day. 

The stage of the Mississippi 
River at St. Louis yesterday was 
32.4 feet, a rise of .7 in 36 hours. 
Flood stage is 30 feet. . The crest 
forecast was 33.5 feet Tuesday. 

The Missouri River at St. 
Charies was at 29.7 feet, a rise of 
a tenth of a foot. Flood stage is 
25 feet. The predicted crest is 
31.6 Thursday, four feet below the 
May crest. The Meramec River 
at Valley Park was near flood 
stage of 14 feet but was falling. 

Lowlands Under Water. 

The combined floods of the 
Missouri and Kaw Rivers were ex- 
pected to reach a crest at Kansas 
City yesterday but no damage 
was anticipated in dike-protected 
areas. Some residents of the low 
industrial area of Kansas City, 
Kan., left their homes for high- 
er ground. Thousands of acres of 
Jowland from Kansas City to 
Boonville were under water with 
the Missouri expected to rise an- 
other 25 feet at Boonville. 

At the request of Carroll County 
authorities, Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
mell authorized use of the State 
Guard to help protect ‘levees if it 
should be necessary. 

St. Charles County farmers, who 
are expecting additional acres to 
be flooded, as the Missouri River 
crest moves down from the west, 
will receive the aid of the Army 
in cleaning up debris, repairing 
fences and farm machinery and 
opening drainage ditches. 

Robert Lagenbacher, St. Charles 
County Extension Agent, said he 
had been informed 150 men would 
be available for a period of not 
less than 10 days. Army aid is be- 
ing extended on a statewide basis, 
he said 

Discuss Need of Ajid. 

Similar assistance probably will 
be available in St. Louis County, 
Bernard said. A meeting to dis- 
cuss the possibility of obtaining 
Army help was held at Bonhomme 
School near Gumbo Friday night. | 
Bernard pointed out such help'| 
would enable farmers to plant. 
some crops in time for fall har-| 
vesting. 

The Mississippi River now is 
overfiowing in St. Clair County 
only at spots subject to freauent 
floods or places where levees were 
opened last month, Sherman 
Stookey, St. Clair County Farm 
Extension Agent said. 

He said water had receded from 
most of the 13,850 acres of cul- 
tivated land inundated last month, 
but that about 4000 acres were lost 
for the season. He added he be- 
lieved all the fruit trees covered 
by water in May had been killed. 

Damage Estimate Stands, 

Col. Lawrence B. Feagin, United 
States District Engineer at St. 
Louis, said yesterday on his return 
from a survey trip to Cape Girar- 
deeau, Mo., that he saw no reason 
to alter the preliminary estimate 
of damage caused by the May flood 
in this area of about 25 million 
Gollars, including damage to roads, 
bridges, railroads, homes, business 
buildings and farm lands. 

Most of the damage was caused 
on the Illinois side of the river, he 
said. He estimated 23,000 acres on 
the Missouri side were flooded, and 
stated that the high waters were 
the result of rains in the upper 
Mississippi, Missouri and Osage 
rivers and did not result from 
thaws. 

He credited the 9000 troops who 
were called from various Army 
camps with preventing a more se- 
rious flood by bolstering levees, 
and stated that no levee breaks oc- 
curred in levees built to the stand- 
ards of the 1936-38 Flood Control 
Act. Col. Feagin said he did not 
anticipate the necessity of calling 
out the troops again if the present 
river forecasts are accurate.

stration of Allied Preparation for Smashing 
Axis—Women Help Guard It. 


The United States Army gave 
an impressive demonstration of 
its preparations for smashing 
Axis installations and buiding 
airports, roads and bridges for 
Allied invasion forces yesterday 
afternoon, in opening the Gran- 
ite City Engineer Depot to in- 
spection by the press for the first 
time. 

The depot, the largest in the 
country, encompasses 1250 acres 
of reclaimed farm land on the 
east bank of the Mississippi. 
Newspaper men, in their tour of 
inspection, traveled through the 
reservation by train and automo- 
bile and on foot, 

Established opposite St. Louis 
because of the central location and 
transportation facilities here, the 
depot moves mountains of equip- 
ment to all ports of embarkation. 

Picks and Bulldozers. 

All the machinery for military 
destruction and construction is 
housed here, ranging from the 
traditional pick and shovel and 
stick of dynamite’ to giant bull- 
dozers, complete machine shops 
on wheels, assault boats and cam- 
ouflage nets. There are rotary 
snow plows destined for service 
in Alaska, and landing mats 
which will provide airports in 
the tropics. There are bridges that 
can be set up on land and run, 
intact, across a stream, and there 
are trucks equipped with winches 
capable of hauling even them- 
selves out of the mud. 

Boat carriers and other heavy 
equipment are stored on ends or 
sides to conserve space, forming 
long avenues of mechanized might 
in which human personnel is 
dwarfed. 


There are about 20,000 items of 
standard troop issue supplied by 
the Corps of Engineers, not includ- 
ing hundreds of spare parts. There 
are so many tools, weapons ‘and 
other items that the depot main- 
tains a nomenclature school for 
purposes of standard identifica- 
tion. 


Schools for Training. 


The depot houses not only equip- x 


ment, but schools for training men 
to use it, being the focal point in 


the supply and maintenance train-| 7 


ing program of the Engineers 
Corps. 

The depot has about four mil- 
lion square feet available for stor- 
age.

‘BISHOP’ HART SAYS 
HE'S GONE INTO THE 
‘CHURCH BUSINESS 


Husband of Girl, 12, Tells 
of Work and Revenue 
as ‘Head of ‘Union 
Church of America.’

George R. Hart, former propri- 
etor of a marriage mill in St. Louis 


County who recently was married 
to a 12-year-old girl, has gone into 
“the church business,” he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

He is, he said, the “presiding 
bishop” of the “Union Church and 
Missions of America,” successors 
to the “Church of the Holiness” 
in which he claims to have been 
originally ordained.as a minister. 

His church, which he estimated 
has 1500 ministers throughout the 
.{/country, although vague about 
names and places, recalling dimly 
only three of “13 in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County” is an adjunct 
of the Rescue Army of America, 
an Iowa corporation, of which he 
said he was “national command- 
er.” The rescue army changed its 
name to the “American Crusaders” 
in 1924 but restored the original 
name in December, 1937. / 

Hart, back in his rambling house 
at the intersection of Natural 
Bridge and St. Charles Rock roads 
with red hearts on the windows 
and new iron bars on the inside, 
was short on theology but long 
on practical business methods. 

As presiding bishop, in fact, the 
whole show, it developed he or- 
dains his ministers—and gets 10 
per cent of their receipts, some 
of the revenue going for expenses. 

“The more we take in, the more 
I draw,” Hart observed, “but we 
won't talk about that. Besides, 
it’s hard to check up on some of 
the ministers. Sometimes I think 
all of them do not pay their full 
percentage, especially on wedding 
fees.” 

The “bishop,” his 300 pounds in 
a wrinkled gray suit contrasting 
to the white linen and red tie he 
wore in the summers when his 
marriage mill was booming sev- 
eral years ago, sighed as he pon- 
dered over his tribulations, ob- 
served that he “rut his trust in 
the Lord.” 

“My duties as bishop,” Hart ex- 
pounded, “are to go in a town and 
open up a mission. First, I find 
a man qualified to preach the 
Word of God. Then I ordain him. 
Every month I send him four 
printed sermons, food for four 
Sundays. He can use them, or 
some of them get so good they 
make up their own as they go

Varrants charging Ralph Atwill 
and his wife, Mrs. Mattie Atwill, 
owners of the Baker Hotel and 
the Baker Annex, Waynesville, 
Mo., with evading Office of Price 
Administratian rent control laws 
by collecting excessive rents from 
friends and families of soldiers at 
nearby Fort Leonard Wood, have 
been issued by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves at 
Kansas City. 

The warrants contain nine 
counts, eight of which refer to 
complaints of soldiers and their 
families. Six of the families have 
been living in a basement room 
of the Annex, paying $5 to $10 a 
week for a bed, said Ralph Ernst, 
OPA attorney. 

Taylor Sandison, State Attorney 
for the OPA for Eastern Missouri, 
with offices in St. Louis, said the 
case has been set for trial July 
12 at the United States District 
Court at Springfield, Mo. Bond 
for each defendant was set at 
$1000, 

The charge, Sandison said, is in 
the nature of a misdemeanor, 
which carries a maximum penalty, 
upon conviction, of one year in 
prison or $5000 fine, or both. 

Atwill told a reporter he bought 
the hotel for $12,500 from the heirs 
of the Baker estate last Oct. 15. 
The filing of rent regulations, he 
asserted, was taken care of by 
Gertrude Baker, former operator 
of the hotel, and last Jan, 3 he 
received final instructions from 
the OPA rent board, he added, and 
has been operating in accordance 
with those instructions ever since.

Lampedusa is 150 miles south of 
Sicily and 100 miles west of Malta. 
It has been cut off for weeks by 
Allied air and naval control of 
the surrounding waters. 

Although Allied air attacks re- 
cently have kept the Axis from 
using Lampedusa’s air base, mo- 
tor torpedoboats and submarines 
have used its harbors. 

A patch of bare rock but fer- 
tile valleys, Lampedusa has been 
colonized only 100 years.

With the Tawes case at its 
height, Mrs. M. Eugenia O’Conor, 
wife of the Governor, asked the 
OPA to determine whether she 
misused gasoline driving from 
Norfolk, Va., to Charleston, S. C., 
on the advice of her physician. 
She said there would be no further 
operation of the automobile pend- 
ing a decision. 

Released on Bond. 

The’ day after Tawes had been 
exonerated by the local board, 
State Attorney Prentiss E. Evans 
swore out a warrant for Matthews’ 
arrest for criminal libel under a 
Maryland statute so ancient that 
it carries a death penalty. Tawes 
and Evans agree that Evans acted 
on his own authority without com- 
plaint or suggestion from Tawes. 
Matthews was released on $2500 
bond and was not locked up, much 
to his present chagrin. 

The charges against Vawes were 
a part of Matthews’ crusade 
against misuse of gasoline during 
wartime. He told the correspon- 
dent that he had refused to expose 
the “little fellows” who were cheat- 
ing on gasoline when he knew that 
the “big boys” were getting away 
with it. 

“On May 27 I ran a story in my 
paper that a State official was 
taking a 2000-mile automobile trip 
to visit his son,” he said. “I didn’t 
use any names. Two days later I 
obtained complete details and sent 
letters or telegrams to the Presi- 
dent, Secretary Ickes, OPA Di- 
rector Prentiss Brown, F. B. I. 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and Gov. 
Herbert R. O’Conor. 

“In the next issue of the News, 

June 3, I printed what I had done, 
using all guns and naming Tawes 
as the official who had made the 
trip. I asked why nothing had 
been done about this misuse of 
precious gasoline. Locally the 
story created a hell of a roar. 
Then the story went over the coun- 
try. The Baltimore Sun papers 
followed it for three days and fi- 
mally Tdwes asked his local ra- 
tioning board for a hearing. 
" “TJ waived preliminary hearing 
when arraigned on the libel 
charge and I'll go to trial Sept. 
«ap 

Matthews said he would oppose 
any move to have the libel charge 
dropped. 

A staff correspondent of the 
Washington Evening Star today 
quoted Evans as asserting that 
the charges against Matthews 
would not be dropped. 

Basis of Charges. 

“There is no connection what- 
ever between the arrest of Mr. 
Matthews and his reporting Mr. 
Tawes for driving a State-owned 
car to his son’s wedding,” Evans 
was quoted as saying. “Mr. Mat- 
thews is under arrest for crim- 
inal libel .in connection with a 
fictitious radiogram he published 
purportedly addressed to Mr. 
Tawes by an official of the Ger- 
man GovéFnment.” 

The purported radiogram was 
addressed to “Herr Tawes” and 
was signed by German Minister 
of Propaganda Goebbels. It con- 
gratulated Tawes for using gaso- 
line that might have been used 
against the Italians. Evans said 
that the effect of the fictitious 
radiogram and the series of ar- 
ticles against Tawes had the ef- 
fect of “creating public disorder,” 
and that it was the essence of the 
criminal charge “to prevent vio- 
lence.” He added that the al- 
leged radiogram gave the impres- 
sion that Tawes was in touch with 
the enemy Nazi Government. 

Matthews has received hundreds 
of telegrams and letters from per- 
sons wishing him success in his 
fight. One, he said, was from a 
Colonel in a nearby camp, who, in 
sulphurous language, exhorted him 
to keep up the good work. There 
have also been many offers of help, 
financial and legal, frdm news- 
papers over the country. Matthews 
has already received $200 in cash. 

Fired For Campaign. 

After leaving Princeton Uni- 
versity before graduation, Mat- 
thews went to Paris, where he 
worked on the old Paris Herald 
and sold some articles to the Lon- 
don Daily Mail. Back in this 
country, he landed a $10-a-week 
job on the Hastings-on-the-Hudson 
News, a weekly, and while his 
editor was away, he started a cam- 
paign against billboards on the 
Palisades. He was dismissed for 
this one-man crusade, but a Hart- 
ford citizen was so impressed by 
it that he sent him a $1000 check.

Perfect Weather. 

Returning pilots described the 
weather over the target last night 
as perfect, with Duesseldorf's great 
armament factories seen clearly in 
the bright moonlight. The bombs 
touched off fires visible for 70 
miles. 


Some Canadian pilots described 
the explosions as terrific and said 
they were larger than those ordi- 
narily touched off by four-ton 
block-busters. They said the smoke 
rose four miles above the flaming 
city. Ten of the planes lost were 
Canadian: 

The Duesseldorf raid was the 
fifty-third of the war on Germany’s 
largest inland port city. Its great 
iren and steel works were pre- 
viously punished heavily last May 
25 when about 500 R. A. F. 
bombers dropped nearly 2000 tons 
of explosives. 

Story of Dortmund Damage. 

Illustrating the effect of these 
great concentrated blows, the Air 
Ministry today released the offi- 
cial story of damage done on Maw) 
23 in the 2000-ton raid on Dort- 
mund, which left that war factory 
city “probably the most heavily 
damaged city in Germany for its 
size.” Reconnaissance photographs 
showed the city, whose population 
is more than 500,009 “even more 
hard hit than Essen, although 
damage there runs it close.” 

“In the crowded center of the 
city alone at least 150 acres have 
been totally devastated, mostly by 
fire,” the review said. 

“The spread of the fire outside 
this area appears in some places 
to have been checked where build- 
ings were blown up or burned 
down in the earlier of the two 
raids (the first was on May 4), but 
880 office and administrative 
buildings and large city blocks 
which may have served a variety 
of purposes have been destroyed 


Prime targets in Dortmund were 
the great steel works of the 
Hoesch company and a branch of 
the Vereinigte Stahlwerke com- 
bine. 

The Hoesch stee] works were 
damaged in both attacks and 
though only two-thirds of the area 
thus far has been photographed, 
44 buildings were seen to have 
been damaged or destroyed, the re- 
port said. Ingots, shells and forg- 
ings are produced there. 

Damage at the Vereinigte com- 
bine also was extensive, the Min- 
istry said. 

Rail Yards, Docks Damaged. 

Wide damage also was done at 
the main railway yards, docks and 
railway repair shops of Dortmund, 
which is the terminus of the Dort- 
mund-Ems canal, 

At least 1258 houses were de- 
stroyed or damaged in the Weis- 
senburger Strasse residential dis- 
trict of Dortmund, in addition to 
the wrecking of the municipal 
power station, the station telegraph 
office, the main fire station, the 
mine office and administrative 
buildings, the report said. 

At Essen, the Air Ministry re- 


ported, there is so much devasta-. 


tion it was difficult to distinguish 
old damage from the new but it 
estimated that in the last two at- 
tacks of March 30 and May 28, 670 
buildings either were demolished 
or damaged. Three hundred separ- 
ate buildings in the Krupps works 
either were destroyed or damaged 
in the heavy attacks of March and 
April, said the report.

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
Here are some questions and an- 


swers on the new pay-as-you-go 
tax law: 

Q. When may I expect the first 
withholding deduction from my 
weekly pay check? 

A. If you are paid at the end of 
the week, probably not until July 
10. Although pay-as-you-go  be- 
comes effective July 1, it provides 
that withholdings apply only to 
pay periods beginning on or after 


July 1 Thus, if you are paid on 
Saturdays, your first pay day in 
July would be July 3, and since 
that was the end of a pay period 
which began before July 1 (June 
28), there would be no withhold- 
ings. 

Q. Since withholdings become ef- 
fective July 1, do I still have to 
pay my quarterly installment due 
next Tuesday on last year’s tax? 

A. Yes, but the payments you 
made or March 15 and will make 
on June 15 will be credited as pay- 
ments on your current 1943 tax 
bill. 

Q. Does the so-called “forgive- 
mess” or abatement mean that I 
will pay less taxes in 1943? 

A. No. It means that instead of 
paying in 1943 the tax liabilities 
on 1942 income, as heretofore, you 
‘will instead pay on the income of 
the year, 1942 or 1948, in which 
you had-the largest income and 
thereafter on the current year. 

How Abatement Works. 

Q. How does the abatement fea- 
ture of the bill work? 

A. Seventy-five per cent of your 
tax bill for 1942 or 1943 (which- 
ever is smaller) is abated. If the 
bill for the abatement year is $50 
or less the forgiveness is 100 per 
cent. 

Q. How do I pay the 25 per cent 
that is not abated? 

A. You pay this half in 1944 and 
half in 1945. This, of course, is in 
addition to your current taxes. 

Q. Will this bill put everyone 
on a current basis? 

A. No. The Treasury estimates 
that only 17 million of the 44 mil- 
lion taxpayers affected will be- 
come fully current this year. The 
other 27 million will not become 


fully current until 1945 when they 
have paid off the 25 per cent por- 
tion of their abatement year tax 
liability that was not “forgiven.” 


Q. Is the 20 per cent withholding 
plan a new tax? 

A. This levy is not an additional 
tax but a means of weekly, bi- 
weekly, semi-monthly or monthly 
deductions from pay envelopes and 
galary checks against actual taxes 
as now levied.

Q. Do I still have to make out 
returns? 

A. The taxpayer will make his 
regular annual return next March 
15, figuring out his income and 
Victory tax liabilities. Then he 
remits to the Treasury the differ- 
ence between what he owes, 
anything, and what has already 
been collected from him. [If he 
has paid in more than he owes for 
the year, he will be eligible for a 
refund. 

Q. I understand I must also make 
out a return Sept. 15. 

A. Married persons making more 
than $3500 annually and single 
persons making over $2700 must 
file a return by Sept. 15 egtimat- 
ing their total tax bill for the 
year, 

Q.I am a professional man. 
Does the withholding apply to 
me? 

A. The withholding levy applies 
only to wages and salaries and not 
to persons who derive their in- 
come otherwise. These must esti- 
mate their tax for the year and 
then pay it currently each quarter. 


Q. Is anyone else exempt from 
withholding? 


A. Members of the armed 
forces, ministers of the gospel, 
farm workers, domestic servants, 
casual workers and non-resident 
aliens, 


Q. Do soldiers or 
any other benefits? 

A. Members of the armed serv- 
vices receive a special exclusion 
of $1500 on base pay, in addition 
to regular exemptions allowed for 
civilians, 

Dependency Deductions. 

Q. Say my salary is $1000 a year. 
Am I automatically subject to 
withholding of $200 a year by my 
employer, under the 20 per cent 
withholding machinery? 

A. The withholding is affected 
by dependency deductions. Thus, 
if you are married and have three 
children, less will be deducted 
from your salary than from the 
pay of a worker who has only one 
child. The idea is to make the

FINE ORDER FADES 


Ickes’ Announcement 
That Penalty Can Be 
Waived by Agreement 
Appeases Miners. _ 


WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
The threat of a new coal strike 
largely disappeared today after the 
miners received word of Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes’ an- 
nouncement that the fines he said 
they were liable to for the June 
1-5 work stoppage might be waived 
by “mutual agreement” with the 
operators. 

One group of Alabama miners, 
who struck in protest after Ickes’ 
first announcement that the fines 
would be levied, went back to 
work. Other striking groups in- 
dicated they would return. Alto- 
gether 615 had walked out in Ala- 
bama, 

‘At the United Mine Workers’ 
headquarters here, a spokesman 
said he thought the matter was 
ended. Ickes’ statement as Fed- 
eral boss of the mines that the 
fines could be rescinded, he said, 
appeared to have opened the way 
for the operators simply to put 
into pay envelopes the money 
which would be deducted if fines 
were levied. 

The Central Pennsylvania Coal 
Producers Association said opera- 
tors affiliated with it had agreed 
to refund any fines already de- 
ducted and to rescind orders for 
further deductions, if Ickes raisec 
no objections, 

The UMW spokesman said union 
headquarters was taking no ac- 
tion. He explained that it was 
without jurisdiction, since the min- 
ing contracts are signed seperately 
by each UMW district. 

In expressing the opinion that 
the fines would be forgotten, he 
commented that ympires had held 
the miners were justified in strik- 
ing if the operators “illegally 
withhold fines.” 

The UMW contends the working 
contracts were inoperative at the 
time of the walkout, and hence 
the miners cannot legally be fined. 
Ickes, in saying on Thursday that 
fines would be levied, contended 
the contracts had been extended 
indefinitely by the War Labor 
Board. His announcement that 
the fines’ might be waived was 
made last night. 

Most of the contracts provide a 
penalty of $1 a day for an ab- 
sence from work without good 
cause, but in some districts the 
penalty is $2.

Count of Cars Shows Largest Decrease on Ex- 
press Highway—Decline Is Smaller in 
Third Month Than in First. 


Automobile traffic in St. Louis 
decreased 36 per cent the first 
three months of gasoline rationing, 
according to an actual count made 


on selected heavily traveled streets, 
a report by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Arthur C. Meyers showed 
yesterday. 

The traffic comparisons were 
made on the Express Highway at 
Kingshighway; Sixth and Seventh 
streets between Olive and Locust 
streets; Gravois avenue west of 
Twelfth boulevard, and Palm street 
west of North Florissant avenue. 
The report covers December, 1942, 
and January and February, 1943, 
the first three months of ration- 
ing, comparing them with traffic 
counts made in January and Feb- 
ruary, 1942, | 

Overall averages, taken from the 
combined count of all the streets 
covered, show that traffic de 


creased 40.7 per cent in December, 
1942, compared to January, 1942. 
In January, 1943, there was a slight 
rise in traffic, but it was still 36 
per cent less than in January, 1942. 
February, 1943, showed only a 26.3 
per cent decrease from February, 
1942, 

The largest decreases on a sin- 
gle highway were recorded on the 
Express Highway, the main artery 
of travel from points in St. Louis 
County to downtown St, Louis. 
Traffic the first month of ration- 
ing, December, 1942, decreased 48.2 
per cent from January, 1942; how- 
ever, by February, 1943, traffic was 
only 35.2 per cent less than in the 
previous February. 

Traffic downtown on Sixth and 
Seventh streets fell off 25.5 per 
cent the first month of rationing, 
but two months later, February of 
this year, traffic was only 8 per 
cent less than in February, 1942.

Similarly output of spare pro- 
pellers, engines and parts must be 
2.7 times the 1942 level; small 
fighting ships, including destroyer 
escorts, nearly four times; ground 
signal equipment, over three 
times. 

“These categories are obviously 
the ones in which attainment of 
the 1943 goals is likely to present 
the greatest difficulties,” the sum- 
mary observed. “Their predomi- 
nance reflects changes in the im- 
portance attached to various cate- 
gories of fighting equipment in the 
light of the shifting fortunes and 
strategy of military conflict.” 

More Materials Needed. 

“Substantially greater quantities” 
of nearly all critical materials will 
be chewed up by the war machine 
this year, it was disclosed—31 per 
cent more steel; 100 per cent more 
aluminum; 100 per cent more nitro- 
gen, for explosives; 200 per cent 
more magnesium, and 450 per cent 
more ethyl alcohol, for synthetic 
rubber and smokeless powder. 

Virtually all the increased de- 
mands for metals must come from 
new supply, because the civilian 
economy has been cut so deeply 
that “virtually no further diver- 
sion to military production can be 
expected from this source.”

INQUIRY ON SURVEY BECOMES | 
BIG ISSUE IN LEGISLATURE 


Attorney for Taxpayers’ Group Says Missouri 
House Is Trying to Penalize Those Who 
Criticise Its Members.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 12.— 
Attorneys for the Missouri Public 
Expenditure Survey, a taxpayers’ 
organization devoted to advocacy 


of a reduction in the cost of gov- 
ernment, local, state and national, 
have raised the pending House in- 
vestigation of its activities to one 
of the most important matters of 
the present session of the Legis- 
lature. They have raised an issue 
of governmental morality, charged 
an attempt to suppress free speech 
and an attempt to violate the con- 
stitutional guarantees against un- 
reasonable search and seizure. 

The question of ethics was 
brought by Jacob M. Lashly of 
St. Louis, attorney for the organi- 
zation, who in a formal statement 
to the committee charged that the 
inquiry was not for the legal pur- 
pose of obtaining information to 
aid in the passage of legislation, 
but was an illegal attempt to 
penalize a group of taxpayers for 
presuming to criticise the official 
actions of members of the Legis- 
lature. 

In doing so, he told the com- 
mittee, it was infringing on the 
constitutional right of free speech, 
and that in demanding the private 
records and correspondence of the 
organization it was acting beyond 
the law in'that it was attempting 
illegally to search the ergnnhe 
tion’s files, 

Lashly told the oommittes the 
organization had nothing to hide, 
but that it did not intend to sub- 
ject its supporters to political and 
business harassment by persons 
who objected to the activities of 
the organization. He offered to 
permit the attorneys representing 
the committee to examine the files 
to satisfy themselves of the pro- 
priety of the organization's activi- 
ties, the only reservation being 
that the information they obtained 
would not be improperly used. The 
offer was not accepted. 

Arnett Is Central Figure. 

The central figure in the inves- 
tigation ig Keeton Arnett, execu- 
tive director of the organization, a 
dynamic individual who has pulled 
no punches in’his attacks on in- 
dividual legislators in connection 
with demands for lower State ex- 
penditures, for enactment of a 
merit system to replace the polit- 
ical spoils system in the State 
government, and for enactment of 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell’s proposal 
to effect economies through the 
consolidation of the tax collection 
agencies of the State. 

There is little doubt that a very 
large part of the force would be 
taken out of the investigation if 


Arnett said that local county or- 
ganizations were functioning ac-;| 
tively in 65 of the 114 counties of 
the state, and that in a total of 
110 counties there was something 
of an organization. In many coun- 
ties, he said, there had been prac- 
tical results, either through lower- 
ing of local taxes, reducing ex- 
penses of county government and 
thus preventing tax increases, or 
through getting county govern- 
ments “out of the red.” 

Charges Survey is Lobbying. 

In instituting its investigation 
of the Expenditure Survey, the 
House has singled it out from the 
many pressure groups, which at- 
tempt to influence legislation. The 
charge made in the House has 
been that it is a lobby, attempt- 
ing to influence the Legislature, 
and as such should be exposed. 

Lobby groups and pressure 
groups are familiar to all observ- 
ers of the Legislature. Most of 
them work in the dark, make 
contact with individual legislators, 
and are organized to promote per- 
sonal interests. 

Arnett’s Explanation. 

Arnett said today that no rep- 
resentative of the Expénditures 
Survey had ever engaged in per- 
sonal lobbying, that its every move 
had been conducted publicly either 
through radio broadcasts or 
through news réleases to the news- 
papers. 

It has used some display adver- 
tising, he said, but in each instance 
the cost of the advertising had 
been met by local residents of the 
county where the advertisement 
was published. The invariable 
procedure, he said, was for the or- 
ganization te offer the advertising 
to a newspaper which would “sell” 
it to local residents igterested in 
efforts to improve government. ~ 

Arnett said that the organization 
had neve. advocated or opposed 
any legislation except that dealing 
with the subject of more economi- 
cal and better government, and 
that it had participated :n no legis- 
lative activities which could be to 
the personal advantage of any per- 
gon connnected with the organiza- 
tion, except that they with all other 
taxpayers would benefit from effi- 
ciency and economy in government. 

He said that he never had vis- 
ited the capitol except when in- 
vited there by some public officer 
to discuss state fiscal affairs. The 
organization has one employe at 
the capitol, Robert L. Hutchinson, 
who, Arnett said, was solely a re- 
porter to observe the proceedings 


the organization, 

Although the resolution under 
which the investigation committee 
is now operating makes possible 


the irate legislators, smarting un- 
der his criticism, could bring about 
the removal’of Arnett by the gov- 
erning heads of the organization. 
List of Contributors Prize. 

There is little doubt that 
most of the promoters of the in- 
vestigation will have had complete 
satisfaction if they can also get 
possession of the list of contribu- 
tors with its revelation of the 
names of the 400 individuals, scat- 
tered throughout the State, who 
by their support of its activities 
have interfered with the politicians 
extravagant management of county 
government in half the counties of 
the State, and of their extrava- 
gance in State government. 

It might be well to explain just 
what the Missouri Expenditures 
Survey is. It was organized in 
Missouri in 1940 by St. Louis and 
Kanshs City business men, follow- 
ing the lines of similar organiza-' 
tions in New York, Illinois, Mich- 
igan and several other states. Its 
announced purpose is to work for 
economy and efficiency in govern- 
ment, advocating a reduction in 
expenditures, opposing any increase 
in taxation and supporting legisla- 
tion which appear directed toward 
those objects. 

Arnett told the writer that it 
is solely a Missouri organization, 
financed entirely by voluntary 
contributors, all of whom live 
within Missouri, and that it Has

VACATION NEAR HOME 


Fishing, Swimming and Boat- 
ing Some of Attractions 
in Historic Section. 


With the stress this year being 
placed on vacations near home St. 
Louisans are fortunate to have the 
vast vacation area of the Ozarks 
within a few hours ride by bus or 
train, 


For those whose want a vacation 
filled with outdoor activity or a 
holiday with quiet and leisure play- 
ing an important part the Ozarks 
offer all manner of resorts. Ac- 
commodations range from cabins 
for “roughing it” to individual 
guest cottages and large hotels. 

Fishing, bathing and boating are 
possible on lakes and streams, The 
James, Black, Current, Meramec, 
Osage and White and St. Francis 
rivers are some where fishing is 
plentiful and float trips may be 
undertaken. 

The Lake of the Ozarks and 
Lake Taneycomo are among the 
more popylar resort sections. Both 
are large bodies of water created 
by dams. The Lake of the Ozarks 
with its irregular shoreline reach- 
ing up into the wooded hills offers 
boating of all kinds, fishing and 
swimming with accommodations of 
all types. 

Lake Taneycomo, in the pictur- 
esque “Shepherd of the Hills” coun- 
try, is considered by many vaca- 
tionists who prefer quiet country- 
side to the activities of small towns, 
The war has wrought some changes 
but for the most part the natives 
still go about their simple tasks, 
plying crafts as their grandparents 
did. 

From a historical standpoint this 
section of the State offers much 
that is unusual, Ste. Genevieve, 
the first permanent settlement by 
the French in 1732, has had a num- 
ber of its old houses restored and 
‘furnished with eighteenth century 
possessions. The Santa Fe trail 
which figured in the westward 
movement, began at Boonville and 
moved westward through Arrow 
Rock and Independence, where it 
continued southward. The Oregon 
Trail branched to the northwest. 
The Missouri Ozarks have their 
share of natural wonders, perhaps 
not as awe-inspiring as those of the 
West and Northwest, but just as 
unusual, Springs and caves are 
numerous. Big Springs, said to be 
among the largest in’ the world, 
averages a daily flow of 500 mil- 
lion gallons. Blue Springs is 
known for: its clear blue water 
where a silver dollar may be dis- 
cerned at a depth of 50 feet. The 
caves contain many beautiful and 
unusual formations, Missouri Cav- 
erns in Crawford County near 
Leasburg, Onondaga, Fairy and 
Cathedral Caves have unusual for- 
mations. McDonald County south 
of Joplin is another cave region. 
Marvel Cave in the Shepherd of 
the Hills country is said to be 
equal to the Mammoth Cave, yet 
different in structure. 

Resorts have fully recovered 
from the recent flood damages and 
a few days of clear weather should 
do well for fishing in the lakes and 
streams where bass, crappie, chan- 
nel cat, blue gill and jack salmon 
abound, 


MERAMEC CAVERNS UNUSUAL 


Meramec Caverns near Stanton, 
Mo., is one of the most unusual 
natural wonders in this section. 
Said to be the only four-story cav- 
ern known, the presence of water 
indicates that its growth is con- 
tinuing slowly and patiently as it 
has been through the centuries, 

The cave which was opened to 
the public in 1933 has a long and 
colorful history which includes the 
early settling of the State by the 
Spanish and the Civil War when 
it was used as a powder plant. 
Amorg the more unusual forma- 
tions are the “Stage Curtain,” 
formed by stalactites which run 
the gamut of many browns and 
cream colors, and the “Wine 
Room” where grape-like clusters 
hang from the ceiling and grow 
out of the walls. Concrete paths 
have been laid out and many of 
the unusual formations are picked 
out by colored spotlights. One-half 
mile of the underground river, 
which was discovered recently, is 
now open to the public. 


CANADA STEAMSHIP CRUISE _ 
FOLLOWS EXPLORERS’ ROUTE} 


Following the route of the old 
French explorerg through the 
Great Lakes, the twice weekly 
cruise season of the Canada 
Steamship lines will get under way 
tomorrow, with stops at Sarnia 
and Port Arthur from Detroit 
to Duluth. : 

Many passengers consider the 
trip along St. Mary’s River to 
Saulte Ste. Marie one of the. most 
interesting parts of the cruise. 
Along the wooded shores of Lake 
Superior, Hiawatha's “Shining Big 
Sea Water,” are many spots that 
look today at they must have ap- 
peared when the wigwam of No- 
komis stooc upon its banks, At 
Port Arthur too, the Chippewa 
natural park with its stand of 
virgin timber is reminiscent of the 
old Indian hunting grounds. An- 
other memorable sight is the 
“Sleeping Giant” a strangely 
shaped rock island in Thunder 
Bay.

He retired from organized 
baseball in 1915 to practice law. 
Grant, an Army Captain, was 
killed in action on Oct. 21, 1918, 
while going to the aid of the 
famed “Lost Battalion.”

York City is named for him.

Cards 18,000 Ahead 
Of 1942 Attendance. 


USINESS has been pleasing- 
B ly good for the Cardinals at 

Sportsman's Park this sea- 
gon, thank you, despite war con- 
ditions which caused misgivings. 
Sam Breadon announced last 
night that, including Thursday 
night’s contest, the attendance 
thus far was 18,000 ahead of the 
same game-date of 1942... . 
Unofficial figures, based on 
daily announcements for. the 
first 19 playing days last year 
and this year, as compiled by 
Ellis Veech, eminent East St. 
Louis baseball statistician, show 
that last season the total was 
123,261, compared to 142,152 for 
the first 19 of 1942. That’s a 
difference of 18,891. 

“It’s a little early to take the 
figures too seriously,” Breadon 
said.

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Trojans Take National Collegiate 


Aussieker 
Winner in 
Shot Put 


EVANSTON, Ill, June 12 (AP). 
—Southern California, voted least 
likely to succeed, won the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion’s “ghost” track and field 
championship today—for the ninth 
consecutive year. 

Thus the Trojans whose track 
prowess at last was judged to be 
extinct when it came time to dope 
this 22nd annual collegiate affair, 
had something in common with 
the N. C. A. A. meet, which too 
was supposed to be “dead for the 
duration” but came back to put on 
a show comparable with those of 
peace days. 

Southern California scored 46 
points today, the lowest winning 
quota since Illinois squeezed out a 
title on 17 7-10 points in 1927. 
Last year the Trojans piled up the 
colossal sum of 85% points. 


Two Wins for Davis. 

California, aided by Hal Davis’ 
double victory in the sprints—his 
second in two  years—finished 
second with 39 points. Rice Insti- 
tute, uncorking the meet’s only 
other double champ in Hurdler 
William Cummins, was third with 
36 points and New York Univer- 
sity, favored after yesterday’s 
qualifying round, wag fourth with 
32 points. Other high tally makers 
were Minnesota with 31, Nebraska 
with’ 19 and Illinois at 18. 

A crowd estimated at 6000 
poured into Northwestern Univer- 
sity’s Dyche stadium to witness 
the Trojans in their 12th N. C. A. 
A. win in the last 18 years. They 
saw no records but plenty of 
action. 

Four defending champions were 
in action and three of them won 
again. Davis, of course, dupli- 
cated in the sprints. Clifford Bour- 
land took the 440 again—for 
Southern California's only first 
place—and Jack De Field of Min- 
nesota retained his vaulting crown 
with a leap of 14 feet 1 inch. How- 
ever, Dallas Dupre of Ohio State 
finished fourth in the broad jump 
which he won last year at Lin- 
coln. 

How Trojans Won. 


Here’s the way the Trojans 
compiled their points in unspec- 
tacular fashion: 

Bourland won the 440 and was 
third in the 220 yard dash. Jack 
Trout was second in the 100-yard 
dash and second in the 220 sprint. 
Edsei Curry racked up a second 
in the broad jump and Douglas 
Miller produced a third in the 
javelin throw. 

Rice had the day’s leading quota 
of first places with three, on 
Cummins’ 146 second perform- 
ance in the high hurdles and 23.9 
second time in the low hurdles, 
and Billy Christopher's winning 
2 foot 7% inch broad jump. 

California, of course, took two 
firsts, on Davis’ 10-second cen- 
tury and 21.4 second 220 sprint. 
No other school took more than 
one first. Thirty-two institutions 
in all took part in the scoring. 

All winning track times Were 
slower than the title performances 
in 1942. Shefield's high jump was 
one-fourth inch better than last 
year’s peak and Christopher's 
broad jump was four inches great- 
er than Dupre’s best in °42. De 
Field just equalled his last 
year's vault.

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Bass Season Opens Tuesday.

big-league fishing season—with black bass the quarry— 


will open Tuesday, with prospects good provided the rains cease and 


permit streams and lakes to clear. 


Some of the larger streams are 
expected to be in none-too-good 
condition for opening day due to 
floodwaters, but many of the 
smaller, headwater streams where 
fishermen may wade and cast a 
lure probably will be ready. 


The season not only opens Tues- 
day on all three species of black 
bass — large-mouthed, small- 
mouthed, and Kentucky bass—but 
also on other game fish, rock bass 
or goggle eye, and warmouth bass. 
Rock bass are found principally 
in clear Ozark streams in the same 
kind of water inhabited by small- 
mouthed black bass, Warmouth 
bass are common in the drainage 
ditches, sloughs and streams of the 
southeast lowland region, 


‘Regulations are the same as last 

year: Daily creel limit for black 
bass is 8 fish; possession limit, 12, 
and minimum length limit, 10 
inches, For rock bass and war- 
mouth the daily limit is 12 fish, 
possession limit 18, and minimum 
length 6 inches, 

With the opening of the bass 
season the ban on use of artificial 
lures, minnows, frogs and crawfish 
as bait in Southern Missouri s 
lifted. The area affected by this 
bait restriction is described in the 
State Wildlife Code as bounded on 
the north by Highways 66 and 8 
and on the east by Highway 67. 

Fisheries men of the Conserva- 
tion Commission say the recent 
floods will have beneficial effects 
on fishing this year—aside from 
the actual loss of fishing time. 
High water permits redistribution 
of fish populations and provides

A surprising correlation between 
rabbit weights and _ soil fertility 
by Arthur H., 
Denney, federal aid project leader, 


in an article written for the Mis- 


souri Conservationist, magazine 
published by the Conservation 
Commission. 

Denney cited figures compiled 
by Kenneth C. Rowe, who, as a 
graduate student at the University 
of Missouri, made a study of the 
live rabbit trade in this State. 
After recording the weights of 
175,864 rabbits at 14 different ship- 
ping points, Rowe arrived at 2.42 
pounds as the average weight of 
the Missouri cottontail. However, 
Rowe also found considerable vari- 
ation in weights in different parts 
of the State, ranging from 2.1 
pounds at Eldon in Miller County 
to 2.8 pounds at Rutledge in Knox 
County. Rabbits collected at @t- 
terville and California, Mo., aver- 
aged 2.3 and 2.4 pounds. 

Suspecting a correaltion with soil 
fertility, Conservation Commission 
biologists included a check on rab- 
bit weights in a soils-type sample 
area study being conducted under 
the Pittman-Robertson (Federal 
aid to wildlife restoration) pro- 
gram. 

Last winter 260 rabbits were col- 
lected from sample areas in each 
of the major soil types of Mis- 
souri. Variations in weights found 
by Rowe were substantiated and 
as the results were checked with 
a soils map, the following facts 
became evident: | 

1. The poorest land not only has 
the smallest rabbits, but also fewer 
than other areas of the State. In 
fact, rabbits were: so scarce that 
no specimens were obtained from 
two Ozark areas. 

2. Rabbits are found to be most 
abundant on soils of medium fer- 
tility. It is on these soils that 
the commercial rabbit industry has 
been developed in Missouri and, 
as has béen noted by Rowe and 
other investigators, the rabbit pop- 
ulation remains high year®* after 
year in spite of the annual removal 
of large numbers of cottontails. 

3. The richest soils produce the 
largest rabbits, but because the 
soils are rich they are intensively 
cultivated and the amount of cover 
available to rabbits is inadequate 
to maintain a large population. 
The influence of soils on other 
wildlife species is being studied by 
the Conservation Commission, 

Denney concluded his article by 
raising a question as to the prob- 
able effect of soils factors on the 
health and vigor of human beings.

Already certain Senate and 
House leaders have shrugged their 
shoulders in apparent dismay and 
complained that they cannot see 
how they can “get to it” this year, 
ignoring Senator Wagner's point 
that it would help in taking the 
wind out of the inflation spiral, 
and aid the war effort. 


On Administration Lines. 


While it is not strictly an ad- 
ministration measure, it does gen- 
erally follow the recommendations 
ef the Social Security Board and 
the National Resources Planning 
Board. In effect, it proposes a 
gigantic forced savings program 
to assist in financing the war and 
averting inflation, with Uncle Sam 
repaying the debt after the war 
in Social Security benefits instead 
of cash. It would go far in meet- 
ing the President's request for 16 
billion dollars in new revenue. 

The plan is a blunt reply to 
eritics who branded the NRPB re- 
port as a pipe dream too broad to 
be anything but an election cam- 
paign document.

A new nation-wide system of 
Federal employment offices would 
be set up, repealing the Wagner- 
Peyser Act, under which the pres- 
ent Federal-State employment of- 
fices operate at present.

‘insurance system, and would find 
jobs for war workers and war vet- 
erans. 

The Federal old-age insurance 
pian, beginning Jan. 1, would be 
amended to include monthly cash 
benefits to a worker who becomes 
permanently disabled before reach- 
ing retirement age. These benefits 
would equal the old-age annuity 
payments, and would be increased 
for a dependent wife. Present re- 
tirement age is 65. This would be 
lowered to 60 for women workers.

Cost of this would be 
borne by the Federal Government. 


More Workers Covered. 


The new national unemployment 
insurance system would be extend- 
ed to farm workers, domestics and 
seamen, It would be handled by 
the Social Security Board, with 
benefits payable for 26 weeks, with 
possible extension to 52 weeks if 
funds are adequate. 

Weekly benefits under the new 
unemployment insurance system

. WASHINGTON, June 12. 

ERVICE historians recall nothing to ap- 
S proach it since 1919 when the late 

Admiral Robert B. Coontz and Gen. John 
J. Pershing, natives, respectively, of Hanni- 
bal and Laclede, Mo., were confirmed as 
Chief of Naval Operations and General of 
the Armies of the United States. 

If the long arm of coincidence was 
stretched on that occasion, it has been 
yanked considerably farther by an unheard 
of chance now come to light respecting 
Lamar, seat of Barton County, in Southwest 
Missouri. This rural community of fewer 
than 3000 souls, far from salt water, has 
the distinction of providing the Navy with 
submarine chieftains, not merely for one 
ocean, but two. 


Lockwood, of Old St. Louis 
Family, Is Protege of Daubin. 


Rear Admiral Freeland Allyn Daubin, born 
at Lamar Feb. 6, 1886, has been commander 
of the submarine fleet in the Atlantic since 
March, 1942. 

Rear Admiral Charles Anderson Lock- 
wood Jr., a protege of Admiral Daubin, was 
recently appointed commander of submarine 
forces in the Pacific, in succession to Rear 
Admiral Robert H. English, killed in an air- 
plane accident in California last Jan. 21. 
Descendant of an old St. Louis family, Lock- 
wood was born at Midland, Va., on May 6, 
1890, but grew up in Lamar and was ap- 
pointed from there to the Naval Academy.

But there was no reason to expect that 
Lamar would prove a flowering bed for the 
Navy. Barton County has neither rivers 
nor lakes, and the only ponds are formed 
by rain gathering in the pits of strip coal 
mines. The water supply is drilled from 
wells. Yet, in addition to the careers of 
Admirals Daubin and Lockwood, Lamar.has 
grown into a nautical center of no mean 
proportions, as the following circumstances 
demonstrate: 

Lieutenant Commander Dorothy C. Strat- 
ton, director of the Women’s Reserve of 
the United States Coast Guard (SPARS), 
attended school in Lamar for several years 
while her father, a Baptist minister, held a 
charge there. 

Capt. Thomas Selby Combs, son of a 
former Mayor of Lamar, was encouraged 
by Admiral Daubin to enter the Naval Acad- 
emy, and is now in command of an airplane 
carrier. 

Admiral Daubin’s daughter, Elizabeth, is 
the wife of Commander Irvin 8. Hartman, 
who won the Navy Cross when his sub- 
marine accomplished the unusual feat of 
sinking another submarine, Japanese, in the 
Pacific. 

The Admiral’s second son, Lieut. William 
Scott Daubin, was graduated from Annapo- 
lis three years ago, and is on active duty 
at sea. 

A younger son, Scott Crittenden Daubin, 
is a midshipman at the Naval Academy, in

The oldest son, Freeland A. Daubin Jr., 
chose the Army rather than the Navy. He 
won a commission as First Lieutenant in 
the First Armored Division, and gained the 
Silver Star and Purple Heart for gallantry 
and wounds in ‘the landing at Oran last 
November. 

This list is not intended to be compre- 
hensive—proud Lamar has other sons and 
daughters distinguishing themselves in the 
armed services—but is merely a brief com- 
pilation linked with the Daubin-Lockwood 
coincidence, 

Ensign Shapley’s Speech 
Stirred Impressionable Boy. 
It all began in 1899, when Ensign Lloyd 


Shapley, a native of Barton County, returned 
from the Spanish-American War and made 
a fiery speech at the Lamar High School 
about his experience on the U. S. S. Texas 
during the Battle of Santiago. In the audi- 
ence, was the future Admiral Daubin, who, 
as he recalls today, was “very young and 
impressionable.” Shapley, now retired, with 
the rank of Captain, is a brother of Harlow 
Shapley, director of the astronomical ob- 
servatory at Harvard University. Richmond, 
Mo., was their birthplace. 

Daubin’s father, Crittenden C. Daubin, 
was a Republican in a district then over- 
whelmingly Democratic, but was elected 
County Treasurer and served 16 years. 
The son was valedictorian of his class at 
Lamar High School. He matriculated in 
1903 at the University of Missouri and con- 
trived in one term to work his way by firing 
furnaces and waiting on table at boarding 
houses, to be elected president of the fresh- 
man class and to return home with more 
money than he took away. 

Ensign Shapley’s oration still burned in 
his memory, and the youth proposed him- 
self as an alternate for appointment to An- 
napolis when he learned that the principal 
nominee from the Fifteenth Missouri Dis- 
trict was likely to fail in the physical exam- 
ination. It happened as expected, and young 
Daubin entered the Naval Academy in 1905. 

He took part in track athletics and be- 
came an associate editor of the ‘“‘Lucky 
Bag,” a satiric annual published by each 
graduating class. It recorded of Midship- 
man Daubin that “he’s from Missouri, and 
is perhaps as good a kicker as ever came 
from that mule-raising State. He is a man 
of quick mind and strong, energetic tem- 
perament, always ready to shove a good 
thing along or sit on a bad one.” 

He was graduated in 1909, served on 
the battleships Connecticut and North Caro- 
lina, became an Ensign in 1911 and a year 
later married Elizabeth Virginia Scott of 
Norfolk, Va. It was in 1912 that he en- 
tered the submarine service. His first com- 
mand was the C-4, in 1913. 

During World War I, from December, 
1917, to October, 1918, he was aid on the 
staff of the commander of the Submarine 
Force of the Atlantic Fleet. In March, 1919, 
he reported for duty at United States Naval 
Headquarters in London, and a month later 
displayed his “strong, energetic tempera- 
ment” by wresting from the British a cap; 
tured German submarine, the U-111. Plac- 
ing an American crew on board, he brought 
the craft home without convoy, and exhibited 
it at various ports during a Victory Loan 
drive. 


The interval between 1920 and 1941 was |

spent on destroyers and battleships, with 
intervening tours at the Naval Proving 
Ground, Dahigren, Va.; on the teaching 
staff of the Naval Academy, at the office 
of the Chief of Naval Operations, and as a 
student at the Army Industrial College. 


In January, 1941, he was transferred to 
command of the submarine base at Pearl 
Harbor and of the Fourth Submarine Squad- 
ron. This was his post on Dec. 7, when the 
Japanese attack occurred. His squadron did 
not lose a vessel. 


A Captain since 1939, Daubin was pro- 
moted to the temporary grade of Rear Ad- 
miral on Nov. 27, 1941. The rank was 
made permanent on June 30, 1942. His 
decorations are the Victory Medal, sub- 
marine clasp; and the American Defense 
Service Medal, fleet clasp. His present sta- 
tion is at the submarine base in New Lon- 
don, Conn. 


All U. S. Combat Subs 
Operating in the Pacific. 


As far as can be learned, all American 
submarines on combat service are in the 
Pacific, and none is believed to be in the 
Mediterranean. The function of the Atlan- 
tic commander is that of building, repairing 
and testing all submarines, conducting their 
trial runs and training crews at sea and in 
schools. 


Admiral Daubin inherited the experiment 
of building undersea boats at Manitowoc, 
Wis., on Lake Michigan, and one of his jobs 
was getting the completed craft under the 
Chicago Drainage Canal bridges, which had 
not then been elevated. The problem was 
solved by burying the hulls in the mud of 
the canal bed, and dragging them through 
by main force. 


His leading motto is said to be: “A good 
naval officer must have imagination as well 
as executive ability.” 


When Daubin was still a boy, Charles A. 
Lockwood, a business man from Virginia, 
settled in Lamar, of which he eventually 
became Mayor. He brought with him a son, 
four years younger than Daubin. It was at 
Daubin’s instance that Charles A. Lockwood 
Jr. entered the Naval Academy in 1908 
after finishing at Lamar High School. At 
Annapolis he won the letter “N” by break- 
ing the track record for the one-mile run. 

The “Lucky Bag” for his graduation year, 
1912, described Lockwood as a ‘“‘simon-pure 
tough-nut,” who “wéuld rather do something 
real devilish than be President or have five 
stripes.” The following quotation from 
Dryden was assigned to him as a character- 
istic motto: “There is a pleasure in being 
mad which none but madmen know.” 


Assigned for Instruction 
With Asiatic Fleet in 1914. 


Prophetically enough, in 1914 Ensign 
Lockwood was placed under submarine in- 
struction with the Asiatic Fleet, and later 
held posts at Shanghai and with the Yangtze 
Patrol Force. From April to September, 
1918, he was in Japan, then an ally, inspect- 
ing naval ships purchased by the Mikado. 
Daubin took his friend along on the mission 
to London early in 1919 and saw to it that 
Lockwood also had a captured German sub- 
marine to bring back to the United States. 
It was the UC-97. 

During 1923 Lockwood was again on the 
Asiatic Station, with posts in China. In 
1924 he was transferred to the Naval Yard 
at Portsmouth, N. H. From 1928 to 1931 
he was assistant chief of the United States 
Naval Mission to Brazil. Following that, he 
gave instruction at Annapolis in seamanship 
and navigation. 

After commanding Submarine Division 13, 
he served a tour with the Chief of Naval 
Operations in Washington, and then became 
chief of staff under Rear Admiral Wilhelm 
L, Friedell, commander of the Submarine 
Force of the United States Fleet.

Characteristic of public bewil- 
derment is current thought about 
an association of nations. There 


no dynamic mobilization of opinion. 
Attention has been concentrated 
upon designing mechanism without 
rousing the will to operate them; 
that is going at the problem back- 
ward. 


Comic If Not Tragic. 


It would be comic, if it were not 
tragic, that we share sovereignty 
freely in great matters, but in 
small we cling tenaciously even to 
its anachronstic symbols. Victory 
was won in North Africa under 
an American as commander in 
chief; a British Admiral controlled 
sea operations; another Briton, in 
command of land forces, gave or- 
ders to Frenchmen, Colonials, In- 
dians, Australians, New Zealand- 
ers, and Americans, as well as Eng- 
lishmen. In the ultimate and ab- 
solute decisions of life and death 
British accepted orders from Amer- 
icans, French obeyed British, and 
so on around the circle. Sovereign- 
ty yielded to necessity. 

Yet, though the world knows as 
inevitable fact that there must be 
an association of nations and that 
such a federation can have no 
reality without curbing national 
sovereignty, we stand confused 
about how to approach in the less- 
er spheres of action what we have 
already achieved in the most vital. 


Argument Against Delay. 


It has been assumed that a fed- 
eration of the world must be es- 
tablished at one of two times; 
either at the peace conference as 
part of a general settlement, or 
after a world “return to normalcy” 
through a cooling-off period. 


Those who advocate postpone- 
ment exploit the failure of the 
League and attribute it to Wood- 
row Wilson's insistence that the 
Covenant form part of the peace 
treaty. They argue that the giant 
problems of liquidating the war 
cannot be entrusted to an imma- 
ture institution; complicated and 
critical issues must be managed by 
seasoned agencies. 


Then, in some moments of calm, 
they hope the new idea may be 
born—a political illustration of 
planned parenthood. The infant 
world state would then be reared 
in an atmosphere of serenity, and 
given burdens only ag it gained 
strength to bear them. 


There is a fatal defect in this 
reasoning. The predicted moment 
of calm never comes; any appear- 
ance of international serenity is 
merely a manifestation of lassi- 
tude. Such an atmosphere stifles 
the adventurous spirit by which 
alone a great political innovation 
can be launched. ... 

Must we, then, resort again to 
Woodrow Wilson’s method, though 
it failed? Must we again at- 
tempt to establish a league of 
nations as part of the grand set-

The country is yearning for some interpretation of this war 
which will have the clarity, the emotional intensity, and the spiritual 
exaltation of Lincoln’s Second Inaugural. 
the slaughter will cease, there is no corresponding lift of spirit. The 
promises of a better world consist too largely of plastics and gadgets, 
of.a world-wide “full dinner pail” and political hand-outs at each crisis 
in the seven ages of man. Planning is described in terms more and 
more materialistic, freedom is made to seem less and less vital. Policy 
does not achieve clarity in the public mind; the confusions of expe 


While hope mounts that 


analyze the background of his 
failure, another possibility will ap- 
pear. 

His mistake did not consist in 
setting up the League too soon. 
Quite the contrary; it was done 
too late. The time to innovate 
is not at the end of an exhausting 
war, or during the reaction that 
seeks an unreal normalcy. The 
appropriate moment is in the midst 
of national peril, when the gains 
as well as the sacrifices are most 
sharply defined. 

Wilson wanted separatism dur 
ing the war, but union at its close, 
In that way he obstructed the 
realization of his own cherished 
aim. In the course of the first 
World War the United States 
should have made firm common 
commitments with our Allies, 


Unfortunately We Didn’t. 


Unfortunately we did not do so. 
We freely gave the lives of our 
citizens, but loaned our money. 
We poured out our blood, but 
hoarded evidences of debt. Sure 
ly it was a strange political econ- 
omy which gave away life but re- 
garded property as a loan. 

There was proof, not then real 
ized and never adequately appre- 
ciated, that we had not, in truth, 
made common cause. There was 
a rift, deep and real, and no less 
deep or real for being unobserved; 
perhaps it was both more tragic 
and more fatal for being uncon- 
scious. We were not at one with 
those with whom we had to re 
main united in order to reap the 
fruits of victory. The mistake 
lost not only the League, but peace 
itself. The palms of triumph 
were turned to ashes. Victory 
left a bitter aftertaste. 


Another proof of that essential 
error lies plain upon the record. 
We never allowed ourselves to be 
called, or to become, an Allied 
Power; always we employed the 
term “Associated Power.” 


Washington’s Words. 


Reviewing human experience, 
we should not reasonably have ex- 
pected more intimacy to develop 
in time of peace than existed dur- 
ing the perils of war. However, 
Jefferson's description had become 
so closely associated with the 
American concept of an alliance 
that it seemed part of the word; 
every alliance was “entangling.” 


His phrase had wholly obscured 
Washington’s more explicit state- 


ment: “We may safely trust to 
tempory alliances for extraordinary 
emergencies.” 

That. distinction between Allies 
upon the one hand and an Asso- 
ciated Power upon the other was 
a portent of the retreat from in- 
ternational responsibility which 
wrecked the League and helped 
bring the present horror upon the 
world. The lack of essential unity 
was accentuated when, during the 
voyage to the peace conference, 
President Wilson told the Ameri- 
can delegation that they “would 
be the only disinterested people,”

It was poor land for farming, 


per, Inc. 
yet the committee recently received the 
following summary: 

Most all the families have from one 

- to three pigs and from 25 to 100 baby 
chicks. We also have a ‘large cane 
patch to make syrup this fall, and all 
the families have set out from 500 to 

1000 sweet potato plants. We have 
a large Irish potato patch and have 
already sowed large patches of differ- 

ent peas and corn for the team we 

have here, and expect to plant soy 
beans as soon as the soil is favorable 
for planting. 

We have set up a first-aid class and 
all the women and young girls are 
members. We have been taking les- 
sons on the proper way of gardening 
and how to take the proper care of 
all of our food products that we raise. 
We have started our spring canning. 
... It seems like everyone here is try- 
ing to do everything we can to help 
win the war; so we are trying to help 
ourselves as much as we can, and that 
is to raise food and store and can as 
much as possible. 

That record comes from the least 
promising (from the production point 
of view) of our original families. The 
best have been resettled on good farms 
by the FSA and are doing well. The 
second best were given the chance to 
migrate to employment on truck farms 
for the summer. Thus the FSA has not 
only helped the helpless but also filled 
the American food-basket. Its staff 
members invariably serve as educators 
as well as farm experts, a factor which 
has helped these people to improve their 
farming methods. 

I am writing about only one small 
phase of the fine work FSA has been 
doing in Missouri and the nation; yet 
the farm bloc is seeking to destroy this 
valuable agency. Let’s write our Repre- 
sentatives and Senator—often!

In other words, 
they are unwilling to give up any addi- 
tional profit they are getting from the 
tremendous consumption of coal in our 
war plants and will ask the consumer to 
add to this profit. 

Of course, the WLB will allow no such 
thing, but I wish to take this opportuni- 
ty to express something that has been 
in my mind for some time; namely, why 
cannot the public be informed of the 
percentage of profit the operators are 
now getting so that this increase can be 
compared with the increase in wages 
asked by the miners? Why should only 
one side be published? The thinking 
public would welcome such comparative 
figures and could then take sides intel- 
ligently without prejudices. 

I am not one who feels that all pri- 
vate negotiations (or preliminary ones 
guch as the recent food conference) 
should be thrown wide open to prema- 
ture public discussion, but when one 
side is quite open, why not the other?

Can We Cure the Germans? 


Now that the peace-promising rainbow of a United. 


Nations victory is beginning to be seen over the 
horizon of Europe, there is a great deal of concern 
about what we are to do with a defeated Germany. 
In the short run, this will hardly be a problem. 
It will be a military operation. This time, we will 
march to Berlin. The Army is already preparing 
to occupy and rule the Reich, This time, Germany 
will feel, as it did not in the last war, the stern 
hand of complete conquest. And: the President has 


announced a policy for trial and punishment of the 


Nazi war lords. 

But over the longer course, the problem of what 
to do with Germany and the Germans will be one 
of the most difficult we shall have to solve. Occu- 
pation, relief and disarmament will be mere prelim- 
inaries. Therefore, we cannot begin too soon to 
think about the future of some 80 million people 
whose rulers, twice in a single generation, kindled 
the holocaust of universal war. 

But we siiall have to do some very level-headed 
thinking if we are not to prevent them from seizing 
the torch yet a third time. That is why it is so 
disconcerting to find that a great deal is being made 
of the theory that Germany is a sick nation—a 
paranoiac—in exactly the same sense that there 
are sick individuals—paranoiacs. This is giving the 
color of pseudo-scientific authority to the mislead- 
ing notion that all the individuals in a country are, 
for all practical purposes, as like as peas in a pod; 
that, at best, there are only a few deviations frdm 
the uniform pattern, and that these are of no great 
significance. 

* * * 

The paranoiac theory has just been set forth in a 
book by a New York psychiatrist, Dr. Richard M. 
Brickner—“Ig Germany Incurable?’—to which the 
Saturday Review of Literature devotes no less than 
eight pages. That is probably an all-time record 
for this sensible journal, and, were it not for the 
fact that six of the seven SRL writers cast grave 
doubts on the Brickner theory, it would be ominous, 
indeed. 

Even so, it is a serious matter, for it reflects not 
so much the importance that is being attached to 
a particular book, but a frame of mind which is 
spreading in many parts of the country, and, no 
doubt, to an even greater extent among the nations 
which have felt the lash of Nazi brutality to a 
degree beyond our imagining. 

Now, if we need hate propaganda—shots in the 
arm, the old Eric von Stroheim stuff decked out 
as high-powered thinking—something can be said 
for a theory which makes every: last German man, 
woman and child a well-nigh incurable maniac bent 
on destroying all that is true, honest, just, pure, 
lovely and of good report. But we had better have 
a closer look at it before accepting it as a guide 
to the preservation of the world’s peace. 

Dr. Brickner does a fine job of describing para- 
noia in the individual, but he overshoots the mark 
when, by analogy, he makes the same diagnosis 
in the case of the nation. First of all, this method 
is hardly scientific—as is pointed out by so eminent 
a psychiatrist as Dr. Gregory Zilboorg. 

Second, in describing a nation’s character by quo- 
tations from its writers, it is less than fair to select 
only those who seem to fit into the theory. Why 
stress what was written under the pressure of the 
last war or under the influence of the physical and 
spiritual suffering of the Napoleonic era? Why 
ignore the cultural contributions of other Germans, 
especially German Jews like Freud, Mendelssohn 
and Heine? Why submit only a misleading snatch 
from Goethe? Further, why harp on the Pan-Ger- 


man movement—picayune when compared to Rus- 
sia’s Pan-Slavism—and similar examples of mis- 
directed nationalism? 

As Dr. Frank Kingdon says, this is a parlor game 
that can be played to the discredit of any nation. 


A similar case can be made to prove that England | 


is a victim of narcissism, France of emotional shock, 
the United States of arrested adolescence and that 
Russia must be ‘manic-depressive, being in a manic 
phase just now after the depressive one under the 
last of the Czars, 


To take this sport seriously ig to fall into the very |: 


racism of the Nazis, or, since Dr. Brickner, contrary 
to authoritative opinion, believes paranoia to be 
more or less curable, it would oblige us to invade 
Germany after the war with a whole army of psy- 
chiatrists! 

. * * 

Of course, it is beyond all question that terrible 
things have happened, and are still happening, to 
many, many Germans, The Nazi way of life, begin- 
ning in the Hitler Jugend and ending perhaps in a 
grave before Stalingrad, has so changed the face 
of the Reich that, if some of its greatest spirits 
were to return, they would hardly recognize it. 

However, we need to realize and remember that 
none knows the tragedy of Germany half so well 
as do millions of Germans. Day in and day. out, 
for 10 long years, they have beeh prodded along the 
Nazi way. It will not be for the good of the world 
if we lump all these people together with their 
bosses. There’s no good in easy generalizations 
about the Nazis and “the Prussians.” Better to re- 
call that in the days when they still counted votes 
in Germany, the Nazis never even came close to 
winning an election in Prussia. 

Far better, in these days, to remember how, in 
an era of disorder, many and many a German fought 
to keep Hitler’s gangsters from power; how many 
a German, in exile and at home, is teady to fight 
them again, and that the weapons for this fight are 
to be found in German culture, which is, after all, 
part and parcel of the mainstream of Western civili- 
zation. 

We dare not be naive after this war and give the 
losers a free hand to rearm for the next one, but 
we had better be careful of grandiose schemes for 
“re-education” and the like, We can’t send teachers 
into the German classrooms to tell the Germans 
what we allow them to believe, and what we forbid, 
any more than we can hope to cut Germany up into 
a welter of little principalities without the danger 
that the national spirit will weld them together once 
more into a potent nation. 

- o . 

Not as a counsel of despair, but as a guide to 
intelligent action, we must recognize the fact that 
German destiny will always be in German hands. 
The problem is: How can we help those hands to 
build for progress and for peace? Perhaps there is 
hope in Heine’s observation about the slowness of 
hig countrymen, 

“True, our German thunder is a German, too, and 
not very dexterous,” he wrote; “it comes rolling up 
pretty slowly, but come it will—and when you hear 
a crash as nothing ever crashed in world history, 
you'll know that the German thunder has finally 
hit the mark. At that sound, the eagles will fall 
dead from the sky and the lions in the farthest 
desert of Africa will pull in their tails and slink 
awhy into their royal caves. A play will be per- 
formed in Germany that will make the French 
Revolution seem like a harmless idyll in compari- 
son.”

A COURAGEOUS SMALL-TOWN EDITOR. 

Rives Skinker Matthews, formerly of St. Louis, 
is the crusading editor of the Somerset News of 
Princess Anne, Md. Matthews learned that a high 
Maryland official, State Comptroller J. Millard 
Tawes, had taken a long automobile trip to Georgia 
in a State-owned car to attend his son’s wedding, 
using C ration gasoline coupons. 

Editor Matthews, in a series of articles, accused 
Tawes of violating the pleasure-driving ban, wrote 
and published letters to,various Government au- 
thorities asking what they were going to do about 
it and drew numerous stinging comparisons be- 
tween the pleasure trip of Politician Tawes and 
the wartime deprivations of ordinary citizens. Tawes 
claims a local ration board approved the. trip. . 

Editor Matthews’ attack was strong. His lan- 
guage was spirited. Now he has been charged with 
criminal libel and is subject to fine and imprison- 
ment, if convicted. We say “if convicted,” because 
it is doubtful if any jury would convict under the 
circumstances.

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ST. LOUIS COUNTY NEEDS RABIES CONTROL. 

Rabid dogs have become a major health problem 
in St. Louis County. Their number has increased 
1000 per cent in the last year, according to the state- 
ment of Dr. E. G. McGavran, County Health Com- 
missioner, a few days ago. In May, 1942, two cases 
of rabid dogs were reported in the county; last 
month, there were 37. Several county municipalities 
have clamped down strict quarantines, but the 
danger from infected animals continues because no 
organized control exists in unincorporated areas. 

What can be done to protect county residents 
and their children from thig deadly and easily 
transmissible disease? The Legislature can pass the 
Falzone bill, which empowers the County Court 
to set up county-wide rabies control, under a com- 
petent supervisor, with a system of fees, penalties, 
impounding of strays and provisions for quarantine. 
The bill excludes municipalities which already have 
control programs, Ag it is, the only protection else- 
where is the court’s recent order authorizing peace 
officers to shoot on sight any unimmunizged dog 
found at large in an unincorporated area. Instead 
of this expedient, the Falzone bill would set up 
an organized control system. 

A Senate committee killed a previous bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Falzone, Various reasons were given: 
It was too complex; it merely created a new pub- 
lic job; calling the responsible official “Supervisor 
of Rabies Control” instead of dog-catcher seemed 
funny. However, there is a real necessity for pro- 
tection against rabies. The new Falzone bill is 
simpler than its predecessor, and should receive 
early approval by the Legislature. 
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MacARTHUR ON MANNERS. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur has his own ideas about 
manners. When a newspaper man, Lee Van Atta, 
insisted on giving him priority through a doorway, 
the General shoved the other through. When Van 
Atta rose on MacArthur's entering a room, the Gen- 
eral shouted, “Sit down,” and felled him with a 
whack on the shoulder. 

The newspaper man, presumably by now a little 
black and blue here and there, should be advised to 
stand at ease. The General is evidently prepared to 
show him the proper hospitality if he hag to break 
every bone in his body. °

Republic, says writer; ouster of Peyrouton and his sort makes it 
possible for all patriots to rally to these leaders, heals national 
pride, enables Frenchmen to decide destiny without interference.

LONDON. 


T IS good news indeed that Gen. De 

Gaulle and Gen. Giraud have reached 

agreement; almost better igs the news 
that Marcel Peyrouton is out of the ad- 
ministration. 


Although it is premature to say that the 
problem of the future of France has been 
solved, it at least provides the basis on 
which we can hope to define the future. It 
means that the danger of a civil war after 
this war, which the previous division cre- 
ated, has in the main disappeared. It 
means, further, that there is still a single 
authority to which all anti-Axis Frenchmen 
—the overwhelming part of the French 
people—can give their allegiance. 


With Giraud, De Gaulle and Gen. Georges 
united, the danger, in large part, has been 
removed of an army that is hostile to the 
civilians. Jean Monnet’s presence in the 
new joint provisional committee brings to 
the service of renascent France a civilian 
official whose bona fides all men respect, 
and whose international outlook will do 
much to prevent the persistence of that 
introspection which might have been one 
of the most real dangers France confronts. 


Petain’s Claims Washed Out. 


We now have reason for confidence in 
two things. First, we are sure that every 
Frenchman, in France and out of it, who 
does not to the limit of his powers rally to 
the united organization is an enemy of 
Free France, The pretense that the ghostly 
Marshal who acts under the terms of 
Laval’s will is now anything but an agent 
of Fascism can no longer be maintained. 
Union permits all Frenchmen to know 
their duty. That may quite simply be de- 
fined as resistance, whether to Berlin or 
its puppet hirelings. 

Agreement brings to an end the period 
in which anyone could legitimately refuse 
to choose; it has made refusal to choose 
itself a choice. It permits effective organi- 
zation of all Frenchmen abroad into a 
real fighting army of considerable size, 
with the immense advantage of freeing 
metropolitan France from the danger of 
an inferiority complex after the war. What 
that did to Germany &nd Italy after Ver- 
sailles we all know to our cost. Now we 
can hope this danger has been overcome. 


French to Rule French. 


The second thing is hardly less import- 
ant. Union ought to mean that, as French 
territory is liberated, Frenchmen will gov- 
ern it, and the advantage from the angle 
of the United Nations of this result is 
almost beyond words. It would have been 
disastrous if, as the Germans are driven 
to retreat from France, division between 
Frenchmen compelled us to put either 
foreign soldiers or civilians in charge of 
the territory freed. 


It prevents injury to the national self- 
respect of France which might have long 
retarded the prospect of its recovery. It 
assures the chance of a national transition 
from the ugly hiatus of German conquest 
to the Fourth Republic. 


For, despite the fact that there are gaps 
in the agreement still to be filled, there 
are certain things clear that are of first im- 
portance. Liberated France will be a re- 
public. It will be democratic. No one 
can exaggerate the significance of that. 


While the two Generals retained separate 
organizations and separate territorial 


areas of control, there was real danger 
not only of deep rivalry between them, but 
that they would be used by interests hostile 
to the well-being of the masses in France. 
There was the chance that powerful forces, 
like some of the representatives of the “200 
families” who have their agents in London, 
Algiers and Vichy, would be able to at- 
tempt again what they did in 1940 to save 
their property at the expense of the free- 
dom of the French masses. 


Many Difficulties Ahead. 


I think now that this chance has passed 
away. I think the people of a free France 
will be able to safeguard themselves against 
the danger of Peyroutons and Lavals, the 
nonsense of men like Charles Maurras and 
the evil dishonesty of Nazi go-betweens like 
Fernand de Brinon. 


Let no one think for a moment that 
regeneration will be an easy task. Migration 
has to find its place in the new epoch; 
hundreds of thousands whom  Laval’s 
treachery sent td forced labor in Ger- 
many, as well as 1,500,000 prisoners, have, 
as they return, to realize the basis on 
which they can build their lives anew. 


The French demographic problem will, 
after perhaps four years of German occu- 
pation, be very grave. Rebuilding French 
industry and agriculture, expulsion from 
political and administrative life—sometimes 
more than the expulsion—of men who col- 
laborated with Vichy and through Vichy 
with Germany will make the issues raised 
by the change from the Napoleonic to the 
Bourbon regime seem small by comparison. 


Limit on Our Interest. 


Liberated France will need all the help 
and friendship we can give. The more 
magnanimous the temper in which we give, 
the more quickly will recovery be made 
possible. But, above all, I hope we will 
realize that the shape of French things 
to come is a matter for Frenchmen, above 
all the common garden variety of French- 
men who have borne the burden of these 
tragic years, to settle. 


There must be a democratic France in 
the fullest sense of the word, for so much 
we of the United Nations are entitled to 
expect and hope. But the kind of French 
democracy it is to be, I hope we will insist 
that Frenchmen must determine, 


If they want a Socialist or even a Com- 
munist France, they are entitled to it be- 
cause it is their right to choose. One of 
the unforgivable things would be for us to 
attempt to influence the character of their 
choice. 


The sooner our statesmen make that de- 
cisively clear to Jacques Bonhomme (the 
John Doe of France) the better. For he 
did not surrender in 1940; he wag betrayed. 
The more fully we make him aware that 
we understand he was betrayed, the more 
quickly will he become again the French- 
man who made his country so clearly the 
second object of affection in the heart of 
every man for whom civilized living was 
an idea for which it was worth while to 
fight. The day of glory comes nearer 


each hour. .

A Flying Fortress in Action 
Against Japs in the Pacific

Brace & Co., New York.) 

HAT goes on when a Flying Fortress 

levels off at 30,000 feet for her bomb- 
ing run over Japanese transports in Ma- 
cassar Strait and suddenly Zeros dive from 
33,000 to intercept? 

The fire control officer, Lieut. Duphrane, 
takes over. He talks to his young gunners 
much like a football coach. “Beardshear, 
here comes one on your right,” he shouts 
over the interphones, “Get him, boy! Good 
goin’.” 

In calm warning he calls to Britt: “All 
right, Charlie, here comes one for you. Lead 
him with your fire, don’t follow him. Now 
you’re cookin’,” 

Such is the tempo of the blazing action 
story White tells of the tremendous air 
campaign in the Southwest Pacific. Spe- 
cifically, it is the story of what happened 
to the crew of the Swoose, famous old war- 
horse of the air, now turned out to pas- 
ture. The action begins with a humiliat- 
ing bang at Clark Field in the Philippines. 
Pearl Harbor had been ample warning, but 
the Americans were comfortably dozing 
that day. When the Japs dumped their 
bomb loads and flew away in high glee, 
the American airfield was littered with 
the charred skeletons of the planes and 
men of our Far Eastern air arm. 

“All dead,” was the report on his crew 
by Lieut. Col, Frank Furtz, former Kansas 
Cityan, who gives White most of the epl- 
sodes of his book. Of the five Fortresses 
not blown to bits, not one was fit to fly. 


The survivors were evacuated to Min- 
danao. Next they went to Java to give the 
Dutch a hand. They were in Australia, 
however, before the enemy was halted. 
Kurtz avenged the death of his Philippines 
crew when he unloaded his bombs on a 
perfect Japanese Pearl Harbor setup in 
Davao harbor. He had his little joke when 
he talked lovingly and long to Margo, his 
wife, in Omaha only minutes before he 
pulled out from Java.

Java, like the Philippines, was a story 
of too little and too late, But the Ameri- 
cans never quit trading punches.

The stunning 
Dutch blonde waited in vain and in tears 
at the hotel for John Robinson to return 
from a mission and keep his dinner date.

Cold-Blooded Willingness to Cut 
Losses in Hopeless Situation Is in Striking 
Contrast With Last-Ditch Resistance of

WASHINGTON, June 12. 


HE difference in tenacity characterizing the two most warlike 
members of the Axis on Attu and in Tunisia has excited gen- 
eral curiosity. Despite a wide variance in the scale of operations, 


German and Japanese troops—the Germans in Northwest Africa 
and the Japanese on the tip of the Aleutians—found themselves in 
identical predicaments. From both had been swept away the last 
hope either of victory, reinforcement or evacuation. 


Confronted with disaster, the survivorg of the Reich’s 


Herrenvolk 


surrendered in multitudes, and often drove themselves in their own 
trucks, without guard, to prison pens at the rear. In last Tuesday's 
report to the House of Commons, Prime Minister Churchill spoke 
with frank astonishment of the sudden collapse of “these great num- 
bers of brave and skillful men, with every form of excellent equipment.” 

In the face of similar defeat, Japanese officers on Attu killed 


their wounded and launched the 


remaining forces, military, naval 


and even civilian, in a last suicidal attack on the American lines. A 
few who survived killed themselves with grenades held againgt their 


breasts. Only a handful, 
prisoner. 

According to revised figures of 
the United States Navy the Jap- 
anese score on Attu was this: 
Troops engaged 2000 (Tokyo's fig- 
ure); killed 1911; captured 21. The 
Navy's figure for the killed is 


for known dead, and does not in- 
clude Japanese killed by bombs and 
shells and buried or cremated by 
the enemy. A few remaining Jap- 
anese still are being hunted down 
on the island. 

The record for the Germans in 
Tunisia is calculated approximately 
as follows: Troops engaged, 170,- 
000; killed, 25,000; captured, 145,- 
000. 

In other words, seven out of nine 
Germans surrendered, while only 
one Japanese out of perhaps 100 
was taken prisoner. The German 
ration of killed was 15 per cent; 
that of the Japanese was 96 per 
cent. 


Difference in Personnel. 


As far as is known, the Japanese 
on Attu were § run-of-the-mine 
soldiers, except for a scattering of 
Marines. They belonged to undis- 
tinguished units, and were chosen 
because service in North China 
had acclimated them to winter 
warfare. Under Gen. von Arnim 
in Tunisia were elite troops of 
renown. They included the Her- 
mann Goering and Manteufel in- 
fantry divisions, with a record of 
victory starting in Poland; and 
the Tenth and Fifteenth armored 
divisions of Marshal Rommel’s 
crack Afrika Korps. 

Tokyo admitted from the first 
day of attack that its outpost in 
Alaska was doomed, explaining 
that the Americans were superior in 
mumbers. According to Churchill, 
statements of captured generals 
left no doubt that Hitler expected 
his Tunisian army to hold out till 
August, and that “this was the 
view and intention of the German 
High Command.” 

Even at Stalingrad, where 
Hitler's prestige was at stake and 
resistance continued for weeks 
after defeat was certain, the Nazi 
performance fell below that of the 
Japanese on Attu. According to 
Russian figures, Gen. von Paulus 
threw 330,000 men into the siege. 
Including hosts of wounded, 139,- 
000 were evacuated or remain un- 
accounted for. Something like 
100,000 were killed, but 91,000 of- 
ficers and men threw down their 
armas. 


The German Psychology. 


The Prime Minister sought a 
tentative explanation in “German 
psychology.” He instanced the col- 
lapse of Prussia after Napoleon's 
victory at Jena and the German 
erash at the end of World War I. 

In a broadcast from Allied Head- 
quarters on May 29, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower declared that “we 
have wilted the enemy’s morale, 
for in this theater one of the 
best and proudest of his armies 
has been utterly destroyed.” 

Discussing the Axis downfall in 
Africa during a speech in New 
York on June 2, the Chinese Am- 
bassador, Dr. Wei Tao-ming, as- 
gerted that “only the loss of fight- 
ing spirit can explain the whole- 
gale surrender. It is certainly a 
conspicuous beginning toward un- 
conditional and total surrender.” 

Churchill likewise found possible 
omens for the future, declaring 
that the Germans “are a people 
who when seriously disappointed 
do not always find resources to 
confront approaching disaster 
once their reason tells them it is 
inevitable.” But he warned against 
undue expectations on such de- 
ductions. 


War Department View. 


A solution of the. puzzle has 
been sought by the Post-Dispatch 
from well-informed officers in the 
War Department, who have no 
public axes to grind and who 
examine military events with a 
professional eye.. A summary of 
their conclusions follows: 

Unlike the Russians and Jap- 
anese, German troops are not in- 
_doctrinated with any such “non- 
sense” as fighting to the last 
gasp when nothing is to be gained 
by it. They pride themselves on 
conducting war scientifically, as 
against the mystic and fanatical 
code of Japan. 

The Germans were profoundly 
shocked by the “savagery” of the 
Russians in continuing to fight at 
Sevastopol and on many other 
fields after the situation had be- 
eome “hopeless.” Germans simply 
do not think that way. Their idea 


unconscious from wounds, were taken 


fis to live to fight another day. 
Nazi prisoners in Tunisia were 
cheerful because they counted on 
being sent home after the war, 
where they can fight in future 
battles or at least breed up an- 
other generation of warriors. 

In Tunisia the Germans no 
doubt faced a genera] shortage of 
gasoline, and some units were 
probably lacking in ammunition. 
But they had plenty of food and 
on the whole great stores of 
weapons and munitions. There 
was absolutely no crackup in 
morale. They could = certainily 
have held out for days or even 
weeks longer. 


Decisively Outgeneraled.. 


But they had been decisively 
outgeneraled and defeated. They 


jexpected the great hammer blow 


to be delivered from the south by 
Gen. Montgomery's veteran Eighth 
Army. Reserves were disposed in 
accordance with that surmise, In- 
stead, American troops were se- 
cretly transferred to the north 
and two of Montgomery’s divi- 
sions were sent to join the British 
First Army. The main attack 
was launched, with a speed and 
power unexpected by the Ger- 
mans, against Bizerte and Tunis. 

In the meantime, 
forces had been driven from the 
Tunisian skies. British naval 
forces, in Churchill’s words, had 
set up “an impassable barrier be- 
tween the enemy in Tunisia and 
all prospects of escape.” He esti- 
mated that only 638 persons got 
away, mostly by air. 

Since the end was inevitable 
and there was no chance of 
evacuation or reinforcement, the 
Germans calculated that further 
delay, which would necessarily 
be short, would not make a con- 
tribution to the Fatherland com- 
mensurate with their probable 
casualties. The German men- 
tality is able to cut losses with 
the cold blood of a bookkeeper. 
As in a game of chess, they 
see no reason for going: through 
the remaining moves after it 
becomes certain that the king 
cannot escape eventual check- 
mate, , 

It should not be overlooked that 
the Germans have been in the 
business of conquest for a long 
time. They began with the de- 
struction of ancient Rome. The 
Teutonic Order resumed the mis- 
sion in the twelfth century. Prus- 
sia's military caste is its direct 
descendant, by tradition and blood. 
This microscopic group of perhaps 
13,000 families has been named 
“the cancer of Europe.” After 
subduing the Slavic population of 
Prussia, they proceeded over the 
centuries to master all Germany 
and finally Europe. Until they are 
victorious or extirpated, there will 
always be wars of domination. 


Long-Range View. 


The Junkers of Prussia hold 
long range views surpassed only 
by those of the papacy. They ac- 
cepted Jena as an incidental re- 
verse, and helped overthrow Napo- 
leon nine years later at Waterloo. 
They wrote off defeat in the first 
World War as a temporary loss, 
and were delighted when the rest 
of the world seized on Kaiser 
Wilhelm II as a scapegoat, They 
will throw Hitler to the wolves 
with equal sangfroid if the pres- 
ent war is lost. 

For. men of such outlook, resist- 
ance to the death in Tunisia would 
have seemed “childish heroics.” 
They were prepared to scratch 
this defeat from the books as an 
unfortunate but minor episode. 
The catch is that the “childish 
heroics” of the Russians saved 
Leningrad and inflicted on the 
Germans at Stalingrad what 
Chuschill bracketed with Tunisia 
as “the greatest military disasters 
that have ever befallen Germany 
in all the wars she has made.”

You will see their names, those 
six ground crewmen who spent 
so many sleepless nights getting 
the Memphis Belle ready for an- 
other bombing run against targets 
all the way: Master Sergt.

Robert G. Walters, Walla Walla, 
Wash., assistant crew chief; Staff 
Sergt. Max Armstrong, Albright,

Charles P. Blauser, York, 
Pa., engine mechanic, and Corp. 
Leonard 8S. Sowers, St. Louis, en- 
gine mechanic. 


When the plaudits and cheers 
they so richly deserve are being 
handed out to Capt. Morgan’s crew, 
give a little thought, too, for those 
unsung heroes back here in Eng- 
land keeping another Flying Fort- 
ress flying. In his farewell mes- 
sage for the Memphis Belle, Lieut.

Interpreting the War News 


‘BEST TEN’ GUESSES 


ON INVASION ROUTE

AST week the Allies took their first stride across the seas which 


serve as a moat for Hitler's 


Fortress of Europe, The Italian 


Le strongholds of Pantelleria and Lampedusa succumbed to 
American and British air power, indicating that that factor will play 
the leading role in all phases of the great siege of the continent, already 


under way. 


The capture of the two islands 
disposes of one of the preliminaries 
to what most of the world speaks 
of now simply as “the invasion.” 
That vast undertaking, toward 
which perhaps three-fourths of the 
world’s resources are now directed, 
either for attack or defense, domi- 
nates the ‘thoughts of nearly al] 
peoples. When and where it will 
be launched is the universal ques- 
tion. 

To try to say when would be 
sheer guesswork. Any attempt to 
name likely invasion routes also 
must be based on speculation, but 
it is possible at least to offer a 
list of the “best 10.” Five of these 
across the Mediterranean; one, 
which may be  multipronged, 
reaches for Scandinavia; three 
strike at Western Europe; one 
comes from the east. 


Elements of Surprise. 


The Allies may strike by two or 
more of these simultaneously; on 
the other hand, all may be wide of 
the mark. The Allied command 
obviously is searching for the 
greatest possible surprises, both in 
place and time. However, such 
surprise as may be achieved must 
concern chiefly the time element. 
Hitler obviously has tried to make 
ready all points. 

Pantelleria and Lampedusa made 
up a short spectacular episode 
which emphasizes that there prob- 
ably is a lot of prologue to be got 
through before the curtain rises on 
the main show. However, it offers 
a preview of the pattern likely to 
be followed in most of the opera- 
tions. Tremendous air power, 
capable of clearing the skies over 
anv objective, will be a feature of 
every invasion force. All will have 
formidable’ naval support, but for 
some, such as any thrust at Scan- 
dinavia, there must be much 
greater sea armadas than for 
others. The backbone will be the 
land forces surging ashore in hun- 
dreds and thousands of barges. 

For the best available official 
description of any or all of them 
we have Winston Churchill's asser- 
tion that “amphibious operations 
of peculiar complexity and hazard 
are approaching.” 


Many Acts in Big Show. 

There is a widespread popular 
concept of a single day on which 
the Allies will swarm ashore on 
the European continent in direct 
frontal assault on Hitler’s fortress. 
One widely accepted picture is of 
such an assault across the narrow 
seas between Britain and France, 
placing the Allied armies once 
more on the classic battlefields of 
1914-18 and 1940. 

It may not come that way at all; 
it may never have that grand, dra- 
matic sweep. For one thing, the 
sideshows, while they will not 
carry Allied armies to Berlin, may 
strike just as surely at the heart 
of Hitler’s “New Order’’—at its 
courage and will to resist—and 
cause its collapse. For another, 
there is no telling what the air 
assault may accomplish. Alto- 
gether there may be so much 
punch packed into the prelimi- 
naries that the big show, if and 
when it comes, will be something 
of an anti-climax. 

Also it may be difficult to de- 
termine just when the invasion be- 
gins. It is likely that there will 
be a series of limited objective 
operations, super Commando-like 


| raids directed at the destruction 


of some enemy base and not at 
permanent seizure of territory. 


Preliminary Operations. 


There still is a lot of mopping 
up to do. The siege lines around 
the continent are not yet tightly 
drawn. A primary requirement is 
that the, routes by which the 
United Nations can move men and 
weapons to any point on the perim- 
eter be cleared and safeguarded. 
There are two such vital routes 
still not made safe, the Mediter- 
ranean and the northern way to 
Russia. There is also, of course, 
the broad highway across the At- 
lantic where: the U-boats must be 
beaten before there can be any 
invasion. Later returns indicate 
that they are being beaten. 

The invasion plans of the west- 
ern Allies are known in their en- 
tirety to only a comparatively few 
persons. To keep the enemy in 
anxious suspense, part of the war 
of nerves, it is necessary to keep 
the Allied publics in the dark, The 
speculationg which follow are not 
based on any inside information. 
They are simply deductions drawn 
from facts which are public prop- 
erty. Dispositions of the Allied 
ferces, certain obvious objectives 
to be attained, geographical data 
available to any map reader, indi- 
cations from history as to the 
routes which conquerors through 
the centuries have found the most 
advantageous. 


Mediterranean First Choice. 

All these things point unmistak- 
ably to the Mediterranean as the 
main theater for this year’s activ- 
ities of the western Allies, with 
Scandinavia as the second choice. 

The most powerful, experienced, 
effective forces at the Allies’ com- 
mand are those gathered on the 
Mediterranean’s southern and east- 
ern shores, especially in North- 
west Africa. There are the British 
First and Eighth Armies, the 
American Fifth Army, the growing 
French armies, which may total 
300,000 men before long. Farther 
east are the British Ninth and 
Tenth Armies, more than 100,000 
Poles training for the liberation 
of their homeland, sizeable Ameri- 
can units, especially air forces. 

The total strength of. these 
armies can not be far short of 
1,500,000 men available for oper- 
ations in and across the Mediter- 
ranean, 

The other major concentration 
within striking distance of the con- 
tinent is in the British Isles. 
Britain’s home armies and the 
American units there (with others 
in Iceland) must total more than 
2,000,000. From these can be 
drawn the task forces needed for 
any thrust against Scandinavia. 
Behind them is the great, growing 
manpower pool being readied in 
the United States. Hundreds of 
thousands probably will be drawn 
directly from this reservoir this 
year for the great adventure. 


The Russian Route. 

Much discussion of “the _ in- 
vasion” leaves out of account the 
largest Allied army of them all, 
Russia’s Red Army now poised for 
its third summer of battle with 
Hitler. In the end the broad high- 
way between the Black Sea and the 
Baltic may be the most important 
“invasion route” of them all. If 
the German armies are broken in 
the east this summer the Russians 
may be the first into Berlin. 

Meanwhile, however, the aid/| 


which must be given the Red 
Army to enable it to withstand 
Hitler’s summer offensive looms 
large in the Allies’ plans. This 
brings us back to the Mediter- 
ranean and Scandinavia. 

Clearing the Mediterranean is 
obviously the Allies’ most im- 
mediate objective. This is to be- 
come the main artery of the whole 
global Allied supply system. It 
will carry men and machines to 
the eastern Mediterranean, 
through the Persian Gulf to Rus- 
sia, to India and the Burma thea- 
ter, which seems destined to see 
major operations this fall, to China 
and perhaps even to the Southwest 
Pacific. 

The islands clearly marked for 
reduction are Sicily and Sardinia 
(and perhaps Corsica) by the 
forces in northwest Africa, and 
Crete, the Italian Dodecanese and 
the German-held Greek Aegean 
islands by those of the Middle 
East. 


Mediterranean Roads. 


In clearing the west-east route 
the Allies will also open south- 
north paths of invasion, among 
which may be these, listing them 
from east to west and making no 
attempt to rank them in time or 
importance: 

1. From Egypt, Syria or Cyprus 
(or all three) against the Balkans 
from the southeast, engulfing the 
Axis islands en route. The increas- 
ing benevolence of Turkey’s neu- 
trality might be a big help here, A 
successful water crossing would 
bring Allied armies to the historic 
route of invasion by which the 
Allies of 1918 broke the central 
European ring and knocked Bul- 
garia out of the war. 

2. From somewhere in North 
Africa against the Adriatic coast 
of the Balkans. 

From Tunisia and Algeria, by 
way of Sicily or Sardinia or both, 
against the Italian mainland. 
There are hints, however, that 
Italy is becoming the land nobody 
wants. There are reports that the 
Germans may leave her to do the 
best she can with her own defense, 
making the Alps their real south- 
ern barrier. There is also a body of 
Allied opinion which holds that 
occupation of Italy would bring a 
liability rather than an asset and 
would not provide a feasible ave- 
nue of attack against Germany. 

4. From somewhere in North 
Africa (perhaps by way of Sar- 
dinia) against the southern coast 
of France. Hitler evidently believes 
this a serious possibility; he has 
been at great pains to fortify this 
coast. 

5. From Morocco and Gibraltar 
through Spain. This route would 
be used only if Hitler, presuming 
on the friendship and indebtedness 
of the Franco regime, should first 
thrust into Spain in an attempt 
to pinch off the western entrance 
of the Mediterranean, 


Northern Attack. 


These are five possible trans- 
Mediterranean routes. But Scan- 
dinavia may feel the boots of Al- 
lied landing parties even before the 
European “underbelly” does. Call 
this No 6. Presumably it would 
approach Norway across the North 
Sea or the open Atlantic. Norway 
might be attacked either in the 
south, somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of Bergen; in the center, with 
Trondheim the main objective, or 
the far north. 

The purpose of a northern at- 
tack would be to erase all the 
air and sea bases from which the 
Germans »prey on the convoys to 
Russia. An attack on Trondheim 
would have the same general objec- 
tive. Also it might bring the Ger- 
man navy to battle, since the bat- 
tleship Tirpitz and smaller ships 
have been based on this coast for 
more than a year. For this reason 
a Scandinavian expedition probably 
would have overpowering naval 
support, including most of the

Last March was one of the worst 
months of the war. Losses began 
to decline in April, and in May 
shrank to a probable 400,000 or 
500,000 tons.

“The First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty,” he continued, “made a 
statement of a very reassuring 
character upon thig subject the 
other day, and I can only repeat 
that in May, for the first time, our 
killings of U-boats substantially 
outnumbered the U-boat output. 
That may be a fateful milestone.” 


Guess on Sinkings. 

An unofficial surmise is that as 
many as 20 U-boats were sent to 
the bottom during May, while 
Germany’s potential production of 
30 submarines a month may have 
been cut as low as one-half by in- 
cessant air attacks on _ factories 
and bases. One account from 
Switzerland has it that nine Ger- 
man submarines were destroyed 
in May and that 21 were reported 
missing. 

Allied optimism has been: con- 
firmed by Nazi broadcasters, who 
began recently to stress the perils 
and difficulties of submarine oper- 
ations, and by the acknowledg- 
ment of Admiral Luetzow, a Ger- 
man naval commentator, that “the 
enemy has strengthened and is 
still considerably strengthening 
his anti-U-boat defenses.” 

But responsible spokesmen for 
the Navy Department remain cau- 
tious. They ask how much of the

been due to “sheer luck” and 
whether Hitler has not called in 
his underwater packs to guard the 
coasts of Europe against invasion 
from the sea, 

These informants are inclined to 
doubt that new weapons have had 
effects of importance. Only two 
are known, and neither is believed 
to have come as yet into general 
use. One is the helicopter, and 
the other is a secret apparatus 
shown to a selected group of cor- 
respondents two months ago at the 
Naval Proving Ground, Dahlgren, 
Va. All that can be revealed is 
that it is expected to augment the 
depth charge.

U-Boat’s Achilles Heel. 

The electric battery on which 
a submarine relies for propulsion 
under water is regarded as its heel 
of Achilles. To keep the battery 
adequately charged the calculation 
is a U-boat must cruise on the sur- 
face 23 hours out of 24. Therefore, 
Allied strategy now accepts the 
following as its basic principle: 

“Making a submarine stay sub- 
merged is about as good as sinking 
it—from the standpoint of getting 
convoys through.” 

Until more or less recently, it 
was the practice of submarines to 
trail along the flanks of a convoy, 
cruising on the surface just out of 
sight of its lookout posts. Being 
low in the water, the pig boats 
would remain invisible but could 
still see the merchant ships, with 
their higher profiles. The average 
speed of a convoy is 10 miles per 
hour; that of a submarine on the 
surface about 20 miles. With their 
faster speed, the submarines could 
race ahead as night fell and close 
in for the slaughter.

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United Nations Food Conference 
Valuable as First Joint Effort to 
Improve Welfare of All Countries 


Its Importance Lies in Unanimous Agreement 
of Delegates to Work Toward a World Or- 
ganization—Experiences Learned to Help 


at Peace Table.

ARVESTING of the full fruits

The American-sponsored deliberations were unique in wartime 


international relations. 


For the first time in history, the representa- 


tives of 44 friendly nations planned for a postwar world, not in usual 
terms of boundaries, new territories, indemnities, or other punish- 
ments and rewards, but in familiar language of more food for men, 
women and children, and improvement of the welfare of all countries. 


Under Secretary of Agriculture 
Paul H. Appleby, acting chairman 
of the American delegation while 
Federal Judge Marvin Jones 
served as conference president, 
concedes that very little new came 
out of the 17-day sessions. The 
final recommendations were agree- 
ments on what nutritional and ag- 
ricultural experts, economists and 
forward looking public officials 
have been discussing for years as 
eminently desirable from national 
and ‘international viewpoints. 

The most important thing ac- 
eomplished was that the delegates 
unanimously voted to work togeth- 
er and called for a world organiza- 
tion whose purpose shall be to 
bring about results each nation 
has previously sought for itself. 

The first step in the actual es- 
tablishment of this world organiza- 
tion will be the appointment of 
one representative from each par- 
ticipating country to an interim 
commission, which, according to 
the conference recommendations, 
shall meet before July 15. This 
interim commission will then pro- 
pose to the 44 governments the for- 
mation of a permanent United Na- 
tions body whose function will be 
to bring about an expanding agri- 
cultural production for the entire 
world with increases of purchasing 
power, lowering of trade barriers 
and better distribution of agricul- 
tural and maritime products. 

Quick results cannot be expect- 
ed. It has been estimated that 
the interim commission, which will 
sit in Washington, will take from 
three to 18 months to work out 
plans for the permanent Interna- 
tional Food Office, or whatever it 
is to be called. 


Problems of Organization. 


The interim commission will have 
the problem of its own organiza- 
tion. For example, shall it be 
composed of scientific or technical 
persons, or shall the representa- 
tives be political figures in their 
own countries? Shall it set up a 
single executive or an executive 
committee to work out plans for 
the permanent body, or shall the 
representatives set up their own 
committees and report directly to 
their own governments asking au- 
thority to *-: on specific recom- 
mendations? 

Appleby outlined to the Post- 
Dispatch his appraisal of the ac- 
complishment of the Hot Springs 
meeting and the prospects of the 
interim commission and the per- 
manent organization. The expe- 
rience gained by the American 
delegation, he said, would be valu- 
able in other international con- 
ferences, including the peace con- 
ferences, dealing with postwar 
problems. 

“The conference,” he said, 
cause no immediate changes in 
American agriculture. None was 
expected. That was not the pur- 
pose of the meeting. The same is 
true of other countries. Our im- 
mediate problem is wartime pro- 
duction, a subject not on the con- 
ference agenda. 


A Voice for Small Nations. 


“But we have made a start on 
worldwide co-operation. We have 
ghown the small nations that their 
spokesmen will be heard and their 
problems considered. Hot Springs 
was not a conference of four or 
five ‘great powers.’ Perhaps the 
most effective delegate was a 
representative from one of the 
smaller Central American repub- 
lice. Individual competence was 
recognized. 

“An immediate gain from the 
conference was the training it gave 
to the delegates, American as well 
as the others, and to the American 
administrative staffs. Our own 
people had plenty of experience 
with hemispheric meetings but 
here was a worldwide affair. 

“We learned many things about 
public and press relations. We 
realize now that the public and 
the press were not sufficiently in- 
formed in advance about the con- 
ference, its importance and what 
it could and could not do. We 
also found the benefit of having 
all the delegates in one hotel— 
there were no ‘hotel blocs’ as there 
have been at other conferences— 
and the fact that wives were not 
quartered in the conference hotel 
eliminated the feminine angle and 
the after-dinner entertainments. 
We could use the evenings for 
work and informal discussions.” 

May Face Congressional Test. 

Appleby said he did not know 
whether congressional action would 
be sought on the conference rec- 
ommendations. Although various 
executive department funds could 
be used to pay the American share 
of the initial costs of the interim 
commission or the permanent es- 
tablishment, President Roosevelt 
may want the approval of Con- 
gress before proceeding with this 
type of international co-operation. 

A test of congressional senti- 


“will 


an appropriation—the first costs 
would be small. 

A more affirmative test would 
be a direct vote on participation 
in the international organization, 
to be followed by an appropria- 
tion. This procedure was fol- 
lowed in 1934 when Congress, by 
a joint resolution, approved Amer- 
ican participation in the Interna- 
tional Labor Office at Geneva. 
Every year since then, Congress 
has annually voted money for our 
share. Last year it was $250,000, 
the amount also paid by Great 
Britain. 

Appleby was enthusiastic about 
the long-term possibilities of the 
expansion economy recommended 
by the conference Which the per- 
manent organization is expected to 
supervise as the participating gov- 
ernments work out their own pro- 
grams, 

U. S. No Postwar Santa Claus. 

“One of the significant develop- 
ments at the conference,” he said, 
“was the utter negation of the 
idea that the United States would 
be the postwar Santa Claus. The 
countries, even the smallest, didn’t 
want ‘relief’ or ‘charity’ from us 
but rather co-operation. As one 
delegate put it, it is the differ- 
ence beween five cents and a dol- 
lar. Nations tend toward self- 
sufficiency when acting alone but 
if they can act together with con- 
fidence in the future they are 
willing to take a long view and 
work out their own improvements 
with the co-operation of other na- 
tions. 

“In other words, if we could 

give them ‘relief’ or ‘charity,’ 
which we could not on a large 
scale, the poorer countries would 
not be better off in the long run. 
But if we and other nations help 
each other to expand economies, 
wealth will be created and the re- 
sults will be permanent. 
“I have been told that the peri- 
odic reports on nutritional stand- 
ards and agricultural production 
are a new technique in interna- 
tional relations. When the perma- 
nent organization starts compiling 
these reports it will be possible 
for each country to make the high- 
est use of its own natural re- 
sources. I believe these reports 
will exert great moral pressure on 
the individual governments and 
their peoples. Just consider the 
effect of a report by a govern- 
ment that large masses of its pop- 
ulation are underfed. Such a state- 
ment alone should inspire officials 
to seek improvement. 


Value of Production Reports. 


“The periodic reports on agri- 
cultural production will do their 
work in another way. They will 
permit a nation to adjust its econ- 
omy to world production. Here 
are a couple of examples: In one 
South American country wheat is 
subsidized to the point where the 
cost of producing a bushel of 
wheat is three times the world 
market price. That country could 
switch wheat lands to another 
commodity, get 12 times more food 
value from the new commodity, 
and buy wheat in the world mar- 
ket. Take our own cotton pro- 
duction. If we had complete infor- 
mation on what other nations were 
planting and harvesting we could 
adjust our Southern economy to 
the world situation, so that if 
there was danger of a world sur- 
plus and low prices, we could 
switch to some other commodity.” 

Appleby shied off discussing in 
detail how a more efficient use 
of American farm subsidies, cur- 
rently about a billion dollars a 
year, could be obtained if we could 
confidently adjust our agricultural 
production to world production. He 
merely estimated that if fairly 
complete data were available on 
prospective world production, the 
Department of Agriculture could 


a way as to get five times greater 
results than under the present sys- 
tem. This would be reflected in 
more stable prices to the farmers 
or lower prices to consumers, or 
both. 

Reports Would Show War Plans. 

The Under Secretary saw a col- 
lateral benefit from the periodic 
production reports. They would 
show, he said, what nation was 
planning warlike aggressions 
against its neighbors. This would 
be revealed by insistence on self- 
sufficiency, the building up of sur- 
pluses of food for home consump- 
tion, and the production of com- 
modities used in munitions. He 
foresaw no difficulty in collecting 
statistics or danger of issuance of 
misleading information. The great- 
est trouble, he said, would be with 
such’ huge countries as India and 
China, where at present few sta- 
tistics are systematically collected 
and organized. 

“There are so many ways to 
check up on production statistics, 
he explained, “that no nation could

$12 : and 1 $56, Increases would be be 
allowed for dependents up to a 
maximum of $30 a week. The 
waiting time would be but one 
week. During periods of tempo- 
r disability these benefits 
would also be available. Married 
women workers would get them 
for 12 weeks of maternity leave. 
Persons discharged from mili- 
tary service would draw unem- 
ployment compensation, if quali- 
fied, ranging from $12 to $30 a 
week, depending on the number 
of dependents. This would con- 
tinue for 26 weeks of unemploy- 
ment, and might be extended to 52 
weeks, if that period is established 
for other insured workers.

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TVA Plan Ready-Made Pattern 
For Missouri Valley Flood Control 


Proposal to Improve Farming Methods, Pre- 
vent Erosion and Regulate Navigation 
to Be Offered at Conference Here.

The Missouri River Valley, in 
evolving flood-control plans to pre- 
vent recurrence of the disaster 
that has just swept the region has 
the benefit of the experience of 
the Tennessee Valley of the South- 
east. There, for the first time in 
history, a complete river system 
is being harnessed. Engineers of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority are 
using every known means of flood 
control—starting at the moment 
when the rain falls on the land, 
fighting the flood at every step, 
in the forest, on the farm, in the 
tributary streams, in the main 
stream, and finally at the gates of 
the community itself. 

Why not similar control of still 
another of the Mississippi’s tribu- 
taries, the Missouri? The pro- 
gram being carried forward by 
TVA is broadly applicable to the 
situation here, Various elements 
of it have, in fact, been proposed 
by the United States Army Engi- 
neer Department, which ‘has col- 
lected data on the recent flood for 
the President and for the Flood 
Control Committee of the House 
of Representatives. 

The chief off army engineers, 
Maj: Gen. Eugene Reybold, has 
suggested unified operation of all 
dams and reservoirs between the 
Alleghenies and the Rockies. A 
flood control scheme is in prepa- 
ration by the army engineers, em- 
bracing ai series of detention 
basins on the Osage and Grand 
Rivers and their tributaries. The 
plan is to be presented at a con- 
ference here June 28 under the 
auspices of the Mississippi Valley 
Association. 

At this stage, the Missouri Val- 
ley may therefore look to the 


| Tennessee Valley as a preview of 


its own possibilities. TVA’s flood 
control scheme exemplifies an 
idea that is only just now coming 
into practice—which is, that the 
best way to control floods is not 
to wait until wild water is in the 
channel, but to attack at the 
source, preventively, while floods 
are still in process of formation. 


Soil Erosion Preventive. 


TVA is making use of agricul- 
ture and forestry as well as engi- 
neering. The mapping and classifi- 
cation of soils form the basis for 
fitting the task to the type. The 
work that follows is aimed at pro- 
moting improved agriculture, re- 
forestation and conservation of for- 
est resources, and flood control. 
Demonstration farmers put down 
the roots of trees and legumes 
and pasture grasses on naked or 
sloping lands to hold the soil there 
when the rains and high winds 
come, and to open the soil to the 
seepage of rainwater. They prac- 
tice strip-planting and contour 
plowing, build check dams and ter- 
races, and drainage canals, put 
acreages in pasture and woodlots. 
All these measures, in addition to 
being good farming, are also good 
flood-control. They slow up the 
rainwater as it runs off the land, 
hold the soil on the farm instead 
of letting it wash into the riverbed 
where it would aggravate floods, 
make the soil porous so that it will 
hold much water, and provide for- 
est litter, which soaks up water 
almost as blotting paper does. 

Stagger Tributary , Flow. 

TVA’s mechanism for the con- 
trol of water after it has reached 
a river channel consists of a se- 
ries of dams and reservoirs which 


also produce electric power and 
regulate navigation. 


The operator of this co-ordinat- 
ed system is as natural as the 
recurrence of the seasons, In 
spring and summer comes the dry- 
est part of the year in the Ten- 
nessee Valley, when the naviga- 
tion channel constantly requires a 
supplement of water from storage 
in order for boats to navigate. 
In response to this requirement, 
water is released from storage, 
and when the dry season comes to 
an end, the reservoirs on the trib- 
utaries are low. Then begins the 
time of year, the autumn and win- 
ter, when floods generally occur 
and the reservoirs, drawn low, 
contain ample room in which to 
store the surplus rainfall. 


That is the essence of flood con- 
trol—to hold back a given volume 
of water at the time when its flow 
would cause the most damage, 
and to release it at the time when 
it will cause leagt damage. Broad- 
ly, the method of controlling floods 
in a mainstream; such as the Ten- 
nessee or the Mississippi, by con- 
trolling the flow of the tributary 
rivers, consists of staggering the 
discharges of the tributaries into 
the mainstream, preventing two 
or more peak flows from entering 
the parent channel at the same 
time. 


Interrelated Power Sources. 


Sometimes the maximum oper- 
ation of the reservoirs in the in- 
terest of flood control requires in- 
dividual reservoirs to have a cer- 
tain independence from the func- 
tion of producing power. It may, 
for example, be desirable, for flood 
control, to shut off the flow of 
water entirely from one reservoir, 
of from several reservoirs simul- 
taneously, permitting not even the 
passage of. the amount of flow re- 
quired to turn the turbines and 
generate power. This cannot be 
done if no other source of power 
is available and the electricity gen- 
erated at the plants in question is 
required by factories, stores, mines, 
and homes. 


Some flexibility as to the source 
of power is necessary in order for 
flood control to be served, and it 
is brought about in TVA by two 
means: First, by the operation of 
the TVA system, embracing a 
number of power plants, under one 
management. Second, by intercon- 
nections between the TVA power 
systems and other power systems, 
privately owned, to the north, 
south, east and west. As the pos- 
sible sources for obtaining power 
are increased in number, the range 
of choice for the operation of any 
one dam, or any several dams, is 
very much widened. TVA accord- 
ingly has not only the system, but 
also the latitude to operate it with 
the greatest possible effect. 


More similar than any other part 
of the TVA flood control program 
to the plan that is being proposed 
for the Missouri River is the plan 
that has been worked out in gen- 
eral design by TVA for the Upper 
Valley of the French Broad River, 
particularly for the protection of 
Asheville, N. C. 

There, TVA has designed a flood 
protection scheme using (in com- 
bination with a system of levees 
at Asheville) a system of dams 
which, like the dams proposed for 
the Osage and Grand rivers, would 
not require permanent reservoirs, 
but would instead use “detention 
basins’-—-that is, areas of land 
that would be inundated only in

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craft carrier, which has the hull 
of a merchant ship with a flight 
deck, It sails with the convoy arid 
is beginning to overcome a 6500- 
mile strip at the center of the 
Nérth Atlantic which remained 
inaccessible to land-based planes 
on either side of the ocean. 


Role of New Escorts.

These new ves- 
sels, made of wood or steel,* have 
lighter armor and fire power than 
combat destroyers, but are just as 
seaworthy and swift, and are 
equally furnished with depth 
charges. At aboyt half the cost, 
they are being turned out in great 
quantities by mass production and 
have freed the Navy's standard de- 
stroyers for combat duty in the 
Pacific. 


By means of convoys and land- 
based air scouts, including blimps, 
U-boatgs were driven from United 
States waters by the end of last 
summer. They took refuge in the 
Caribbean, where by degrees they 
were similarly routed. Then they 
entered the South Atlantit, where 
they were again frustrated by 
Brazilian airplanes and United 
States escort destroyers. The 
Royal Air Force made an equiva- 
lent sweep along the west coast 
of Europe. The submarine is re- 
garded as definitely licked on both 
sides of the Atlantic. There re- 
mained to it a 500-mile gap, which 
the auxiliary carrier and escort de- 
stroyer now seems gradually to be 
closing. 


Radar Little Help. 


Oddly enough, radar has been 
found of almost no use in under- 
water detection, being far sur- 
passed in this respect by the asdic 
sound detector, now a much finer 
instrument than it was at the be- 
ginning of the war. The Navy 
has employed radar to dramatic 
advantage, however, on its flying 
boats and particularly on its sur- 
face ships, which are enabled to 
train their guns accurately on tar- 
gets invisible to the eye. 


The underlying theory of radar 
was discovered in 1922 at the Na- 
val Aircraft Radio Laboratory, 
Anacostia, D. C., by two research 
scientists, Dr. A. Hoyt Taylor and 
Leo C, Young, who observed that 
certain radio signals were deflect- 
ed from steel buildings and metal 
objects. They learned eight years 
later that an airplane crossing a 
radio beam created an interference 
pattern which betrayed its pres- 
ence. 

Apparatus utilizing this principle 
was perfected in time for the Bat- 
tle of Britain. Pilots who Yought 
in that epic struggle declare that 
all woud have been lost without 
radar.

The two alternative times for 
setting up an association of na- 
tions currently discussed are both 
hopeless. One, the dream of a 
peaceful birth in a quiet tomorrow, 
is unreal; the other, a miracle at 
the moment of victory, failed in 
1919, 

But experience shows there is a 
third pathway to the goal. It lies 
ready, close at hand. It needs only 
recognition and a minimum of sac- 
rifice to make it real. The effort 
should not be postponed to the end 
of the war; it must be made now, 
during the struggle. 

Already we have made great 
strides. The fatal distinction be- 
tween the status of an Ally and an 
Associated Power has been aban- 
doned. We have substituted the 
concept of the United Nations, 
magnificent in its scope, challeng- 
ing in its implications. It is nota 
“Big Three” or a “Big Four; aes 
comprises all countries who would 


turn the tide of victory against the). . 


Axis and vindicate freedom upon 
the earth. The United Nations is 
a vehicle which can carry us be- 
yond victory to peace. 

Genuine Progress. 

Doctrinaire theoreticians, ardent 
planners, and impatient perfec- 
tionists cry to high heaven that the 
great idea has nat been imple- 
mented. But if we consider the 
way things happen in the world 
of affairs, it becomes clear that, 
while the design is by no means 
fully realized, there has, nonethe- 
less, been genuine progress. 

We have set up lend-lease, not 
as a loan of dollars which must 
be repaid but as a reciprocal en- 
terprise in which we do not dis- 
tinguish, save for accounting pur- 
poses, between gift and loan. 

President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, by their imag- 
ination and their readiness to ac- 
cept great physical hazards, have 


created that needful contact and 
conference which Woodrow Wik 
son denied himself, so that he 
came a stranger among those with 
whom he had suddenly to work 
intimately. 


Public opinion, which sought to 
restrain Wilson from adventures 
abroad, clamors for a meeting of 
the President and Prime Minister 
with the Marshal and the Gen- 
eralissimo. 

The Combined Chiefs of Staff 
are mapping out broad strategical 
programs for the civilian com- 
manders in chief, keeping in con- 
stant touch with the commanders 
in the field. They supply a con- 
trol agency for planning and co- 
ordinating the military and naval 
and air effort. Unity of command 
exists in the Southwestern Pacific 
and in North Africa; it is estab- 
lished in one theater of war after . 
another. 

These gains supply a solid basis 
for faith, a substantial foundation 
for optimism, a clear directive for 
further effort. 

None of the achievements is per- 
fect; we have not done all we 
should have done, While there is 
ground for encouragement, there- 
fore, there is still reason for hu- 
mility. 

If we will look not only to the 
letter but to the spirit, not merely 
to the document but to the action, 
not alone to the ideal but to the 
reality, it is plain that we are 
now making sacrifices of sov- 
ereignty in behalf of vietory, 

If we will but regard them as 
sound precedents, and translate 
them into settled habits, the lim- 
itation of sovereignty for peace 
will be as normal] as its curtail- 
ment in order to achieve victory. 

The opportunity is before us 
now, for peace-making does not lie 
in the future; it is already afoot. 
Substantial progress is being made. 
. Beneath the surface of publie 
notice there are emerging agree- 
ments and working arrangements, 
instrumentalities and mechanisms 
by which the idea of the United 
Nations takes form. Not with Galk- 
lic logic, nor Teutonic thorough- 
ness, but with Anglo-Saxon em- 
piricism, the substance of our hope 
crystallizes. We have only to real- 
ize it and dramatize it and regu- 
barize it; .°. “s 

We should recognize federated 
effort as a reality now and give 
the United Nations our faith and 
loyalty. In so doing we shall 
again exemplify the genius of 
British and American institutions, 
which move grandly down from 
precedent to precedent, which ex- 
pand in practice from small be- 
ginnings to massive results. Thus 
we shall steadily mature interna- 
tional institutions; they will attain 
their full strength as they wrestie 
with the tasks of the war and the 
postwar world. 


Lamar, Mo., Home

LONDON, England. 

ODAY is the day we have set aside to report on the English stage. 
T It must be of interest that, although the wicked Hun is but miles 

away by walking and minutes away by air, upwards of 50 theaters 
stage production every night in London. True, the stage ig not quite 
the norma] stage.

I HAVE BEEN to 16 shows since I arrived in London. Some of 
them were plays which dealt with love, some with murder, some with 
history and others were from Shakespeare. All I have ever heard an 
English actor say, and I swear to this, is, “Have it your own way, 
Daphne. You see it through.” I know the actors didn’t say this, but 
that’s what they sounded as if they said. 

The first thing that an English actor is taught is to turn his back 
towards the audience, thrust his hands deep in his pockets, bow his 
head slightly and mumble. No one knows better than I that Shake- 
speare never wrote a line that said, “Have it your own way, Daphne. 
You see it through.” The same goes for Shaw, Priestly, Novello and 
all the other English dramatists. Take Noel Coward. Mr. Coward is 
entirely different in America than he is in England. I’ve seen Cow- 
ard’s plays in the States and sometimes I’ve heard as many as three 
words in three acts. Not over here. In America he opens his mouth. 
That is the unforgivable sin for an actor in England. I’ve seen both 
of Coward’s current plays, “Present Laughter” and “Happy Breed.” 
As far as I'm concerned, they could be “Happy Laugher” and “Present 
Breed.”

NOT UNTIL one sees an American play done by English actors 
can one appreciate the wide gulf that separates this country from ours. 
In New York I saw “Arsenic and Old Lace,” “Junior Miss” and 
“Claudia,” and. I have seen them in London. American actors when 
representing Englishmen make an attempt to speak as Englishmen. 
The sun has never set on an Englishman who tries to speak as an 
American. To hear an English character playing the part of an Iowa 
butler and give it the old Oxford accent is enough to make the corn 
grow a foot over night. To hear an Englishman playing a Chicago 
gangster and say, “I will let you have it with my gat,” would make 
even Mayor Kelly shudder. 

That my view is entirely a provincial one is proved by the fact 
that the choicest seat in the English theater is in the dress circle or 
balcony. The English ear is so attuned that it can understand an 
English actor speaking from afar off. On this note I will end my 
criticisms, “Variety” and “Billboard” are at liberty to copy.

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Laundries Are in Hot Water | 


Big Business and Not Enough Workers the Reasons Your Bundles Are Late 


By Margaret Maunder 


ON’T be surprised next time 
Dye pass the foot of Market 

street if women are beating 
their clothes in the river with prim- 
itive paddle boards. It’s coming to 
that if difficulties in the St. Louis 
laundry industry continue. 

Once bountifully blessed with 45 
well-staffed plants which would 
wash anything from a 12x12 um- 
brella tent to a two-inch Cluny 
doily, the city now faces the grim 
fact that several laundries have al- 
ready tossed in the towel while 
others are hard’ put to survive. 


List the situation in the ever- 
lengthening column headed “Up- 
shots of War.” Add the number of 
war-plant women who have washed 
their hands of the family wash, the 
maids who have left domestic jobs 
and the day laundresses who have 
deserted’ steaming washtubs for 
cooler occupations and greater re- 
turns in cool cash. The total will 
approximate the number of new 
bundles that are laundry-bound. 


In other years, explained Roy C. 
Sutton, secretary of the St. Louis 
Laundry Industry, operators of 
wash-and-iron works would have 
greeted the new business with open 
arms and wash bins. But now as 
work comes in the front door, their 
help files out the rear. Proficient 
markers, sorters and finishers, 
whose endurance in standing on 
their feet and skill in manual tasks 
have been proved, are snatched up 
by war plants before you can say 
“79 cents an hour, time and a half 
for overtime.” 

Average labor turnover in the 
industry, employing about 3500 
people in St. Louis, is 50 per cent, 
according to Sutton, who elab- 
orates further: 

Of 17 new workers hired by one 
laundry last Monday morning, 11 
had left by noon. Of 125 names 
on the payroll of another establish- 
ment one month ago, only 60 of 
the same names remain. Replace- 
ments usually stay only until the 
beckoning finger of higher wages 
lures them into War plants. 

Laundries have to say “no soap” 
to many industrial jobs, and in 
one case a group of hotels had to 
buy out and run a laundry when 
the old management folded up like 
a hanky in the flat-finish depart- 
ment. 

Want ads emphasizing the 
morale-building power of laundry 
work show the situation to be al- 
most as the much-bemoaned maid 
shortage, and right now a lead as 
to where one could find a good 
laundress would bring more than 
a hot tip on the Inaugural, 

Though labor shortages and the 
impossibility of getting new equip- 
ment handicap the industry, St. 
Louis laundries are under pledge 
at Washington to care for all mili- 
tary, medical and war industry 
needs regardless of the fact that 
such operations may delay finish- 
ing of Mrs. Civilian’s much-needed 
guest tablecloth. 

Emphasizing that this is. a bind- 
ing pact and not just an: empty 
gesture, Sutton cited the splashy 
week-end last October when 2,000 
army men came into town to par-

ticipate in the Army show. The 
men’s clothes had been through 
muddy weather enroute, so seven 
local laundries operated their 
Plants on Sunday to have the 
men’s clothes spick and ready for 
Tuesday’s show. 


He produced a letter of thanks 
from an officer. On the week-end 
of April 10, this year, 60 con- 
valescent service men passed 
through St. Louis. They wanted 
to see the city but their command- 
ing officer refused to let them be 
taken out in soiled uniforms. On 
Saturday afternoon Sutton called 
a local laundry man from ankle- 
deep dirt in his victory garden and 
within an hour the gardner- 
laundryman had rounded up 
enough employes to open his plant 
and turn out the 60 uniforms. The 
servicemen got outside on Sun- 
day. 

Though the military has put 
thumbs down on special finishes 
on service men’s uniforms, the out- 
come in many cases is that the 
civilian is left holding the laundry 
bag. 

In spite of hiring two and three 
crews, utilizing part-time workers 
and employable cripples, most &t. 
Louis laundries have had to cut out 
many of the pre-war frills. The 
OPA has declared that when a cut 
in service is made, the more de 


luxe service must go. Shirt boards, 
envelopes, cellophane wrappings, 
tissue box linings and mending all 
have gone by the board. 
a. & 2 

BOUT 25 per cent of the local 
A ieunaries have cut out the 

“family finish” in which every- 
thing is washed and ironed. One 
laundry which specialized in fam- 
ly finish and turned out 2000 such 
bundles weekly now provides only 
semi-finish — flat work ironed, 
wearing apparel fluffed and dried. 
Some won't answer their phones. 
Others will accept bundles only 
from customers who have been 
sending work at least every two 
weeks. 


Laundries which formerly 


‘whisked your bundle away and 


had it back in two days with a 
smile now ask from seven to 14 
days and make no really definite 
promises, no matter how you 
dramatize your inability to quell 
your husband’s wrath when he 
finds he’s down to his last shirt. 
One laundry, which through the 
lean years advertised “Send every- 
thing,” is now eating its own slo- 
gan in a current circular request- 
ing, almost pleading with its cus- 
tomers: “Send nothing to be 
washed or ironed by hand. Send 
ho children’s clothes to be ironed. 
Send no wools, silks, rayons or 
nylons, which melt under a hot 


iron. Send no lace curtains. 
Please.” 

For the sake of health and 
morale civilians are urged to do 
their own washing if they possibly 
can; to do their own ironing at 
least if they haven’t the _ tubs, 
washing machine and other equip- 
ment for washing; to send only 
those garments to the laundry 
which can’t be washed at home; 
to dress simply in washable cot- 
tons; and to iron all children’s 
clothes. 

Taking over part of the laun- 
dering job will no doubt cause 
your drying clothes to hang like 
Spanish moss from every avail- 
able towel bar and shower rod. 

But if you ask a laundryman, 
he’ll probably quip you it’s’ co- 
operation on this war’s home front 
that keeps us from all being 


“washed up.”

Divorce Trouble 


With Hannah Williams Is Old Stuff 
to Him—Three Wives Have Brought 
Him Grief in a Great Big Way

NTIL Jack Dempsey lost to 

Gene Tunney he was master of 

all he surveyed in the _ fight 
ring—the champ in name and 
deed, but after three tempestuous 
matches in the arena of love he 
has established an undisputed 
claim to another title—the chump. 
The efforts of the former heavy- 
weight champion to end his third 
bridal bout by obtaining a divorce 
from Hannah Williams by telling 
all—well, at least, quite a bit— 
about the attractive, red-headed 
ex-blues singer came as no sur- 
prise to associates, nor did Han- 
nah’s readiness to sling a couple 
of fists full of mud in  counter- 
action. 


Lieut. Com, Dempsey and -a pair. 
of private detectives have assert- 
ed that Hannah was indiscreet in 
her conduct with one Benny Wood- 
all, former prize fight manager and 
promoter, and Lew Jenkins, once 
a lightweight champion and now 
a fellow Coast Guardsman with 
his accuser. Dempsey cited both 
as correspondents, and both were 
accused by witnesses of having 
been observed with Hannah in 
what are politely known as com- 
promising situations. 


It would appear from the testi- 
mony that Benny and Lew were 
rivals for Hannah’s favors when 
she and Jack were in the course 
of one of their frequent separa- 
tions. The evidence presented by 
Dempsey’s attorneys led up a 
muddy path to the messy conclu- 
sion that Woodall was top man in 
the contest for Hannah’s friend- 
ship and that his former protege 
was considerably behind, with 
Dempsey a bad third. 


One witness described a “petting 
party” in an automobile in which 
he said Mrs. Dempsey and Jenkins 
participated on the eve of one of 
the latter’s championship fights.

RS. DEMPSEY’S attorneys 

were slightly red-faced when 

one of their subpoenaed wit- 
nesses, a Vvette Colbert named 
by Hanna has a corespondent, dis- 
appeared in thin New Jersey air, 
leaving no trace except the in- 
teresting comment offered by a 
lawyer that she had been caught 
off base by one of Hannah's in- 
vestigators. Dempsey has denied 
knowing Miss Colbert. 

As for Dempsey, it’s just about 
the same old story in the same old 
way. His first encounter with 
Cupid culminated in his marriage 
at a teen-age to a woman 12 years 
his senior, an obscure cabaret 
singer known as Maxine Gates or 
sometimes Wayne. She obtained a 
divorce a few years later and the 
public knows little of that chapter 
in Dempsey’s book except that she 
turned up and threatened to ap- 
pear against him when he was ac- 
cused of avoiding the draft during 
the last war by claiming her as a 
dependent. 

Many also recall the notorious 
photograph showing Dempsey driv- 
ing rivets at a shipyard with pat- 
ent leather shoes peeping from 
under his coveralls. These mis- 
takes in judgment later were 
placed at the door of' his mentor 
and manager, Jack Kearns. 


From pork and beaner and pre- 
liminary fighter, Jack was devel- 
oped by Kearns until he had his 
chance at the championship and 
made good by beating Jess Willard 
into a pulp. Kearns, at that time 
closer to Dempsey than Satan is 
to ain, had kept his fighter under 
protective eye through affairs with 
many women, including nationally 


recognized beauties, until it was 
an accepted fact that he was not 
the marrying kind. Kearns’ views 
on matrimony were summed up in 
the following poetic passage: 


“A fighter can guzzle hooch and 
sweat it out in a turkish bath. 
He can stay up nights until the 
cows come home, then go to bed 
and catch up onihis sleep. But 
you can’t sweat out or catch up 
on a honeymoon.” 

When the champ began squir- 
ing the motion picture actress, Es- 
telle Taylor, an old friend of 
Kearns, the manager wasn't too 
worried, assuming it was just an- 
other beat in the Dempsey pulse. 
But to his chagrin (and Estelle 
knew it), Jack the Giant Killer, 
a sports writer nicknamed him, 
married the motion picture star in 
1925. There wasn’t room in the 
same family for both she and 
Kearns, and subsequently love tri- 
umphed over friendship. Estelle 
was in and Kearns was out—out 
of the management and out of the 
money. 
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OR several years, Estelle was 
F considered Dempsey’s real man- 

ager. Then came confirmation 
of certain rumors of Dempsey’s dis- 
satisfaction with his domestic life, 
and six years after the marriage 
he appeared in Reno and obtained 
a divorce on the ground of men- 
tal cruelty. His wife did not con- 
test, asserting only that “Jack dis- 


played poor sportsmanship.” That 
was that.

But in a 
few years, the Dempsey itching 
foot began to show itself again 
and out-of-town engagements were 
more frequent, Then Hannah's 
recollection of the applause that 
followed her singing of “Sweet and 
Low,” and “Cheerful Little Ear- 
ful” hummed more and more in- 
sistently in her ears. 

She accused Jack of remaining 
away from home more than neces- 
sary, and asked his permission to 
return to stage and career. He 
said “No” and continued to travel.

With the male members of the 
four couples taking turn about 
acting as chef when the cook is 
out, these dinners have become 


more than mere social meals. They 
have become events, especially 
since rationing has come into ef- 
fect and many delicacies have be- 
come hard to find. Each of the 
four couples keeps an eagle eye 
open for some now unusual tidbit 
to place on display. Into these din- 
ners g0 many a ration coupon 
eked out from every-day use, be- 
cause the dinner must be an 
event. 


This time, the Englishes, Roy 
and Elsie, who usually offer a fish 
creation, found no opportunity to 
get good sea-food, but they did 
have two glass jars of shrimp, 
with which to make canapes. And 
Roy had found a long-retired vol- 
ume of Potash and Perlmutter sto- 
ries by Montague Glass, and these 
tales brought back the gustatory 
masterpiece—Koenigsburger klops, 
the recipe for which Roy had 
treasured for many a year. 


And so we report a marvelous 
dinner for eight, with the follow- 
ing menu: 


Shrimp canapes 
Koenigsburg klops Rice Creole 
Spring salad bowl 
Deep dish peach pie 
Coffee 


With this dinner, the beverage 
Was bottled beer, from start to des- 
sert. And with the peach pie came 
coffee. 


Sixteen fine, large shrimp were 
split lengthwise and set away in a 
bowl of French dressing for an 
hour’s treatment. Just before din- 
ner was to be served, eight pieces 
of toast were cut into rounds and 
well covered with a dressing of 
mayonnaise sharpened with the ad- 
dition of lemon juice. On top of 
this, the split shrimps were 
placed. And then came the sur- 
prise of the evening—a small jar 
of caviar which had been lost on 
an upper closet shelf months ago, 
but now had turned up. Bits of 
caviar were placed between the 
shrimp and then each portion was 
garnished with parsley and ready 
to serve. 


KOENIGSBURGER KLOPS. 


Koenigsburger klops is, so it 
seems, a prime favorite with many 
people, and here is how it is pre, 
pared: 

For eight generous portions, start 
out with a pound of lamb, a pound 
of veal and a pound of pork with 
a good deal of fat in the latter. If 
you haven’t enough points, enough 
can be made with 10 ounces of 
each meat. This is trimmed of all 
inedible portions and then put 
through a rather coarse meat 
grinder—the meat must not be 
ground too fine. A chopped onion 
(cut very fine) is added and galt 
and pepper go in for seasoning. 
Cayenne adds a little flavor, just 
a pinch or two. The orthodox 
klops includes, too, a little nutmeg 
and plenty of chopped parsley. 


Moisten this mixture with a lit- 
tle water and three or four well- 
beaten eggs. And now the “life” 
of the klops—at least a dozen, and 
better yet a dozen and a half 
boned and chopped anchovies, are 
mixed in. Make this into balls 
about the size of golf balls and 
cook for half an hour in two 
quarts of thin caper sauce, 


CAPER SAUCE. 


Mix three tablespoons butter and 
three of flour and heat. Then add 
two quarts of bouillon or soup 
stock (using bouillon cubes, if you 
have no broth) Boi] for 10 min- 
utes and then add the yolks of 
two eggs and a tablespoonful of 
butter. Strain the mixture. Then 
add a half a cup of capers, bring 
to a boil and place the “klopses” 
in this sauce as noted above. 


CREOLE RICE. 


Creole Rice is grand with these 
meat dumplings. To make creole 
rice use a good-sized, heavy sauce- 
pan and start with three table- 
spoons butter, a chopped onion, 
half a large cup of chopped smoked 
ham and a large green pepper cut 
up fine. Simmer until the onion is 
soft and then add two cups of 
well-washed rice, two tomatoes, 
peeled and chopped, three pimen- 
tos, cut in half-inch bits, four cups 
of chicken broth (canned broth is 
very good) and salt and a little 
white pepper. Cover the cooking 
dish well and place in a hot oven 
for the rice to soften and swell. 
‘f it dries out too fast, add a little 
broth. Shortly before serving, stir 
in a cup of grated hard cheese. 

If, with this dinner, you prefer 
not to attempt this rice dish, then 
serve hot potatoes boiled with the 


skins on.

iPlsre's ‘a Sauce:to ‘Dress-Up Fish 


O be honest -with ourselves, 

fish really doesn’t have an 

especially inviting flavor of 
itself. Trout, fresh from the 
icy brook and fried in Dutter— 
yes! Fresh salmon—very 
fresh, indeed—fried or baked— 
yes, also! But go beyond those 
two and it’s different. What 
is nice about fish of good qual- 
ity is that it has a delicate tex- 
ture and serves as a very in- 
teresting base for a good sauce. 
The sauce is often what makes 


the fish dish—in fact, it IS the 
fish dish. 


Some of these sauces are 
complicated little tid-bits 
which only a great chef can 
attain, but others are nice, 
friendly affairs doing very well 
indeed in the cottage or apart- 
ment-house kitchen, as for in- 
stance to-wit and as follows: 


Be sure you own a bottle of 
tarragon vinegar. Then pro- 
cure your fish  fillets—sole, 
flounder, perch or what you 


like or can get. Wash them 
well and dry in a cloth. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper, dip 
in milk, roll in flour, then roll 
in egg, then roll in corn meal or 
cracker crumbs. Fry in hot 
butter until browned properly. 
Place fish on hot platter and 
quickly melt some butter in the 
pan in which the fish was 
fried. When it is hot, add tar- 
ragon vinegar to taste—a table- 
spoonful or so. Then pour this 
over the fish, add chopped pars- 
ley and serve AT ONCE.

I found in the refrigerator 
enough smoked ham to produce 

a little more than a cupful, 
; minced. The Risotto tasted 
mighty good, and incidentally 
was almost a meal in _ itself. 
There are ever so many tasty 
rice dishes. In India they pre- 
pare them with a curry sauce. 
Over in Turkey it’s called Pilau. 
Spanish rice is nothing new to 
American cooks. 

Now for the recipe for Ham 
Risotto: First we boil for 15 
& minutes in galloping boiling 
& salted water a cupful of rice, 
f discarding any discolored grains. 
When rice is cooked and drained, 
let some cold water run over it, 
as this will wash away starch 
: and produce firm separate 
: Then to the rice add 
two or three chopped canned to- 
matoes, one cupful of minced 
C@oked ham, one minced onion 
and one diced green pepper—the 
onion and pepper to be previ- 
ously blanched hy covering with 
boiling water and simmering for 
five minutes. 

For added zest and flavor I 
add one-third cup of good stock, 
a light pinch of cayenne pepper 
and one teaspoon of salt. Heat 
and mix thoroughly, adding a 
piece of butter just before serv- 
ing. 
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HERE IS a combination of 
flavors that might appeal to you 
for a change, It is a recipe 
which can be worked out very 
easily and fits into the menu 
most any time of the year.

For instance, in 
addition to the high prices charged 
and the consequent dislocation of 
our entire distributing system that 
is set up to assure a*fair supply 
for all, there is the threat to our 
national health.

THE SHADY CHARACTER 
willing to get his supplies to car- 
ry on his illegitimate business 
wherever he can find them, not 
only buys diseased cattle and sells 
the meat as first quality, but he 
slaughters under conditions that 
violate every provision of standard 
sanitary practices. Both are a real 
menace to our national health. In 
them lurks the real danger of an 
epidemic, 


In doing this slaughtering on the 
sly, he also must work fdst and 
as a consequence wastes many of 
the edible and essential by-prod- 
ucts of cattle, which threaten our 
supplies of many needed products. 


And, of the greatest importance, 
at this time when our troops on 


the distant battle lines look to us: 


to see that they have food enough, 
is the danger that the black mar- 
ket, if we permit it to continue, 
may make it impossible for our 
soldiers to get the foods they 
must have. 


We, individually, cannot have 
more than our fair share (as al- 
lotted under the present ration 
system) without taking away 
from someone elge, and that some- 
one else is not only our neighbor 
but the man at the front. 


Remember, therefore, that the

It. has 
already helped to lengthen the war 
by bringing on a near-collapse of 
livestock marketing machinery in 
the United States, the Government

In other words, most actors 
are pretty dumb—on that one point, at 
least. 
Keeping close contact with the fans 
m™ doesn’t come cheaply for a movie star. 
ee « Facts and figures show that expense for 
answering fan mail—now adding up to 
glial, AE Sang greater figures than ever before in film 
history—comes to a neat little figure. 
And the studio doesn’t pay a nickel of this cost. It’s up to the actor. 

The real cost surprise of keeping the fans cheerful comes in 
the case of a sudden new star such as Betty Hutton. Just by way 
of knocking you completely down with facts, Betty, during the past 
few months, has been plunking out an average of $750 a week just 

_ to answer her mail and send out photographs. As a very new star, 
Betty doesn’t earn a great deal more than that, so you can see what 
@ serious drain it is on her resources, 

“T figure it’s the best career investment I can make,” Betty told 
me. “Since I have been in Hollywood I have never knowingly failed 
to answer a letter or request for photograph. Sure, it’s costing me 
plenty, but I think it will all come back and a great deal more in 
the years to come. Besides, I do get a terrific kick out of it.”

THE PENALTY OF FAME. Betty’s predicament is wholly the 
result of quick success. She has been seen on the screen in only 
three pictures—“The Fleet’s In,” “Star Spangled Rhythm,” and 
“Happy Go Lucky.” The mailman began visiting her regularly after 
that first picture. After the second, he began to stagger. And after 
the third the mail came With such a burst that the piles were some- 
times mistaken for those going to Alan Ladd, who appears to be 
Hollywood's champion mail-getter today, even though in the Army. 

When her mail began arriving in such large amounts, Betty 
didn’t do as so many careless players have dorte and shunt it over 
to the studio fan mail department. She hired a secretary. She be- 
gan to order fan-fotos, envelopes, mailing cardboard, stamps and 
stationery. Some weeks now find her with an extra girl helping her 
secretary. Often she has as many as three girls in her dressing 
quarters, sorting and mailing out letters. Incidentally, Betty signs 
every picture herself. And her typewritten replies to fan mail 
are inscribed with her own signature. 

Getting down to figures (supplied by Betty’s secretary): When 
the actress sends out 6000 photos a week, this method of “keeping in 
touch” costs around $750 for the week, including salaries of the 
girls who help her. Betty sends three sizes of pictures— 8 by 10, 
5 by 7 and 2 by 4 inches. The latter she decided upon because so 
many soldiers ask for pictures which they can slip into billfolds. 
Larger sizes cost 10 cents each, the medium-sized ones around $60 
a thousand and the tiny ones $15 a thousand. She spends about $325 
a week for photos alone. ° 

Of course, some fans send money, but not often enough to help 
the star bridge that tall gap. It is rarely enough to pay secretary

salaries. But, money or not, the writer gets Betty’s picture. She's -

war. Artists in uniform go into battle on its 
warships with the special duty of putting on 
canvas the stirring scenes of ocean warfare 
unfolded before their eyes. One of these artist- 
officers, Lieutenant (j. g.) Dwight C. Shepler, 
United States Naval Reserve, was aboard a 
cruiser of the United States naval task force 
which engaged a Japanese fleet October 26, 
1942, in the battle of Santa Cruz Islands—a 
fight between planes and ships in which the 
Americans severely damaged and routed the 
larger enemy force although they lost an air- 
craft carrier, the Hornet. Reproduced here are 
two paintings in which Lieutenant Shepler 
shows violent action he witnessed that day.

HE revolution in Argentina, hailed at first by United Nations as a 
blow at Axis influence in that neutral South American Republic, 
had, after a few days, assumed a new and somewhat baffling 

aspect. Ousted was President Ramon S. Castillo, whose insistence 
upon strict neutrality had left Argentina the only nation in the Western 
hemisphere maintaining relations with the Axis and had made the 
country a happy hunting ground for Axis Fifth Columnists. When Gen- 
erals Pedro ez and Arturo Rawson marched on the capital with 
some 7000 troops and took over, it was generally accepted as the will 
of the people in protest against Argentina’s position in the present 
world conflict. However, no statement of policy was oe from 
Rawson or Ramirez, except the brief statement, by Ramirez, that the 
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Heads of the new provisional government were cheered as they appeared on 
a balcony in Buenos Aires after the revolution. With his hands on the rail is
